JOURNAL OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION. 


NEw York, 
Wednesday, Sept. 27, 1899. { 

THis being the day appointed by the Constitution of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church inthe Diocese of New York for the meeting 
of the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and laity assem- 
bled for divine service, at 10 o’clock in the morning, at the Church 
of the Incarnation in the City of New York, the piace appointed by 
the Bishop for the purpose. 


The Right Reverend the Bishop of the Diocese delivered his 
Annual Address. [Appendix A. ] | 


The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, assisted by 
the Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., Rector of Trinity Church, New York ; 
the Rev. W. M. Grosvenor, D.D., Rector of the Church of the 
Incarnation ; the Rev. W. R. Thomas, D.D., Archdeacon of Orange ; 
the Rev. Frederick B. Van Kleeck, D.D., Archdeacon of West- 
chester ; the Rev. George D. Johnson, D.D., Archdeacon. of Rich- 
mond ; the Rev. C. C. Tiffany, D.D., Archdeacon of New York, and 
the Rey. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., Secretary of Convention. 


The Bishop of the Diocese took the chair, and called the Conven- 
tion to order. 3 


The Secretary called the roll of the clergy entitled to seats, when 
175 answered to their names and took their seats. : 


The Secretary then called the names of the Lay Delegates, whose 
certificates had been received, when delegates from 109 parishes 
appeared and took their seats. 


A constitutional quorum being present, the Chairman declared 
the Convention organized for business. 
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On motion, the reading of the Rules of Order was dispensed with, 
and the President announced the election of Secretary and T'reas- 
urer as next in order. 


The Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., was nominated as Secretary 
by the Rev. Henry Mottet, D.D. 


On motion, the ballot was dispensed with, and Dr. Harris was 
unanimously elected. 


Mr. James Pott was nominated as Treasurer by Judge Calvin. 


On motion, the ballot was dispensed with, and Mr. James Pott 
was unanimously elected. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Hoffman, seconded by the Rev. Dr. 
Dix, the salutations of the Convention were extended to the Right 
Reverend, the Bishop of Central Pennsylvania and the Right Rev- 
erend, the Bishop of Western Texas, and the Chairman welcomed 
them to seats at his side. : 


The Rev. Dr. Hoffman offered the following resolution, which 
was adopted unanimously by a rising vote : 


Resolved, That this Convention avails itself of the occasion of the Rev. Dr. 
Heman Dyer’s entering on his ninetieth year, to extend to him their warm 
congratulations and to assure him of their hope that he may still be spared to 
assist us by his counsel and his prayers.

Report 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE ESTATE AND PROPERTY OF THE 
DIOCESAN CONVENTION OF NEW YORK FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 25, 1899. 


The following is a list of the various Trusts : 

Diocesan House, 29 Lafayette Place, and an Endowment Fund of $50,000, 
the income of which is:to be expended for its support and maintenance. The 
real estate is leased to the Bishop and the entire income paid to him. 

Land, Church Building, Rectory, Parish House, and School House at 
Kighty-ninth Street and Madison Avenue, leased to the Church of the Beloved 
Disciple. Endowment Fund and securities of the par value of $186,473.92, the 
income of which 3s to be applied to the maintenance and preservation of the 
church and its work, but no income shall be expended for alterations to the 
church or for a mission church. 

A large addition to the Endowment Fund of this church was received 
during the year from the estate of Miss Caroline Talman, amounting to 
$55,000. Miss Talman died during the past year, and this is the final benefac- 
tion from her to this church, in which she took the greatest interest. In addi- 
tion to this legacy of $55,000, Mrs. Caroline T. Wheaton, a niece of Miss Talman, 
has donated the sum of $10,000 as a further addition to the Endowment Fund 
of the church, this being done by Mrs. Wheaton at the request of Miss Talman, 

Land, Burial Plot, and Glebe Plot, with Church Building, Parish House, 
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and Rectory, near Scarborough, Westchester County, leased to St. Mary’s 
Church, Beechwood. Endowment Fund of $9,206.82; the income to be ex- 
pended for repairs and conducting services in the church. : 

Land and Church Buildings at Cruger’s, Westchester County, occupied by 
the Church of the Divine Love. 

Land, Church Buildings, and Rectory at Verplanck’s, Westchester anes 
occupied by St. Barnabas’ Church. 

Land and Church Buildings at Rosendale, Ulster County, occupied by All 
Saints’ Church. 

Land and Church Building at Yonkers, occupied by Christ Church. 

Land and Church Building at Tuxedo Park, occupied by St. Mary’s Church. 

Land at Ellenville, Ulster County, with Church Building and Rectory, 
leased to St. John’s Memorial Church. 

Land and Church Building at Newburgh, leased to the Church of the Good 
Shepherd. 

Endowment Fund of $5,500; the income to be paid semi-annually to the 
Pastor, Rector, or other head of St. Matthew’s Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in the town of Bedford, Westchester County, in addition to his regular salary. 

Land and Church Building known as the Worthington Memorial Chapel, in 
the town of Greenburgh. Endowment Fund of $5,000, the income of which is 
to be applied to the repair and maintenance of the chapel and grounds. . 

Endowment Fund for the support of St. Thomas’ Protestant Episcopal 
Church, Mamaroneck, consisting of bonds of the West Shore Railroad Com- 
pany of the par value of $4,500. 

Endowment Fund, All Angels’ Church, New York City. This fund is to 
accumulate until it amounts to $50,000. It amounts at this date to $15,714.09. 

Land at Yonkers, New York, with Church Buildings, leased to St. Audrew’s 
Memorial Church, 

Property on the south side of Hast Highty-eighth Street east of Second 
Avenue, held by St. James’ Church. This corporation holds a reversionary 
interest in this property in case the church corporation should fail to comply 
with the terms of the deed of gift. Hndowment Fund of $200,000, to be in- 
vested, and the income paid over to the Rector, Church Wardens, and Vestrymen 
of St. James’ Church, to be applied to the use, maintenance, and support of 
said property in East Kighty-eighth Street. In addition to this, an Endowment 
Fund of $89,010 has been received,.the same being the proceeds of the sale of 
No. 81 Chambers Street, which had been owned jointly by Trinity Church and 
St. James’ Church, the income going to the latter. The fund derived from the 
sale of the property is to be held by this corporation, and the income paid to 
St. James’ Church so long as it shall be entitled, under the terms of the agree- 
ment, to receive the same, and afterwards to Trinity Church. 

Land at Harrison, Westchester County, New York, with Church Building 
thereon. As no Church corporation has been formed to hold this property, a 
lease was made to Rev. William W. Kirkby, Frank German, James A. Burnham, 
and William H. Beers, who agreed to maintain the property in repair and pro- 
vide churci services ; the property being occupied and held in connection with 
Christ Church at Rye. 

Fund of $5,000 held under the will of Elizabetb D. Eaton, the income to be

paid to the Rector, Church Wardens, and Vestrymen of St. Clement’s Church, 
New York, to be used to provide fitting and proper burial of the poor connected 
with that parish. 

The term of office of two cf the Trustees, J. Pierpont Morgan and George 
R. Schieffelin, will expire October 1, 1899, and two persons should be elected 
by the Convention for the term of four years to succeed them, 

The death of Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, one of the Trustees, and since the 
creation of this corporation one of its most active and faithful members, has 
made another vacancy, and a Trustee should be elected to hold office until 
October 1, 1900, in his place. 

At the last Diocesan Convention resolutions were adopted in regard to the 
management by a Trust Company of funds held by corporations connected with 
the Convention. Ata meeting held in October last, this corporation, therefore, 
appointed a committee to make arrangements for such management ; and on 
May 19th all of the funds of this corporation were transferred to the New York 
Life Insurance and Trust Company, which has now the custody and control 
thereof, as directed by the Convention. 

The Treasurer’s Report submitted herewith shows in his charge securities 
and cash of the estimated value of Five hundred and seventy thousand, four 
hundred and four dollars and eighty-three cents. 

Income received and paid out, Twenty thousand, nine hundred and thirty 
dollars and ten cents. 

The Treasurer’s accounts have been examined and found correct by the 
Executive Committee, consisting of William Alexander Smith, J. Pierpont 
Morgan, and George R. Schieffelin.

OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE FUND FOR LIFE 
INSURANCE. 


The Special Committee, to which was referred, by the Convention of 1898, 
resolution No. 7, of the report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen, respectfully reports : 


The text of the resolution referred to the Committee is as follows : 

“7. Resolved, That the said Trustees be instructed to divide any balance 
of legacies or donations which may remain to the credit of the Life Insurance 
Fund, after the payments of the amounts due on October 1, 1898, equally 
between the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen and the Fund for Widows 
and Children of Clergymen, and to pay over any balance of annual collections 
which may remain to the credit of the Life Insurance Fund to the Fund for 
Widows and Orphans of Clergymen.”’ 


The Committee held a meeting on the 20th day of September, 1899, and at 
that meeting it appeared from statements made by the Secretary of the Trustees 
of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, that the Treasurer of that corpora- 
tion had, in fact, disbursed in payments to beneficiaries of the Life Insurance 
Fund a sum greatly in excess of the amounts received from annual collections. 
It therefore appears, that the balance now in the hands of the Treasurer of that 
corporation to the credit of the Life Insurance Fund has been derived solely from 
donations and legacies. Inasmuch as, since the inception of the Life Insurance 
Fund in 1886, all donations and legacies not specially designated, have been 
required by the canon to be divided equally between the three Funds in the 
hands of this corporation, it follows that the balance now to the credit of the 
Life Insurance Fund, should, upon the abandonment of that fund by the Con- 
vention, be equally divided between the two remaining Funds. 


The Committee therefore recommends to the Convention the adoption of the 
resolution in question in the following amended form : 

Resolved, That the said Trustees be instructed to divide the balance remain- 
ing in their hands to the credit of the Life Insurance Fund equally between the 
Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen and the Fund for Widows and Children 


of Clergymen.

The Trustees further respectfully report to the Convention that in pursu- 
ance of the resolutions adopted by the last Convention as to the management 
and safe-keeping of the property of the corporations and societies for which 
the Convention is responsible, they have, during the current year, made arrange- 
ments with the Union Trust Company of New York to act as Assistant Treas- 
urer of this corporation, and in such capacity to assume charge of the securi- 
ties and also to collect the income and make the disbursements to beneficiaries. 
This arrangement is terminable by either party on the first of October of any 
year, and the compensation asked by the Trust Company is such that the dis- 
bursements for expenses will not exceed that which has heretofore been allowed 
to the Treasurer for similar purposes. 

The Trustees further report that in pursuance of the instructions given them 
by the last Convention they have secured from the Legislature an amendment 
to the charter of this corporation made necessary by the abandonment of the 
Life Insurance Fund. The charter, as amended, places in the hands of this 
corporation the two funds known as the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen 
and the Fund for Widows and Orphans of Clergymen. 

The Trustees further respectfully call the attention of the Convention to 
that portion of the parish reports as printed in the Journal of the Convention 
which states the amounts contributed to this corporation. Many of the par- 
ishes are in the habit of reporting as donations to the Fund for Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen or the Fund for Widows and Orphans, amounts which, in fact, do | 
not reach the Treasurer of this corporation at all, but are donations either to 
the General Fund established by the General Convention or are private dona- 
tions through their Rectors either to individual clergymen or to other charities. 
The Trustees assume that the blanks furnished by the Secretary of the Conven- 
tion to the rectors of the parishes, in which there is a space to be filled out for 
contributions to the Aged and Infirm Clergy and to Widows and Orphans of 
Clergymen, are intended to be filled up by amounts donated pursuant to the 
requirements of the canon as to these funds. 

Inasmuch as these parish reports constitute almost the only check whieh 
the corporation has upon the receipts by the Treasurer, it is very desirable that 
these blanks should be filled only when the collection has been taken pursuant 
to the canon, and the amount remitted to the Treasurer of this corporation. 
Further, it seems important that the parish reports should indicate whether 
or not any parish has complied with the canon requiring a collection for this 
Fund. It should not be permissible to fill up these blanks with any contribu- 
tion or donation to any other fund or to private charity having the same general 
object in view. The Trustees hope that the Convention will instruct the Sec-. 
retary to call the attention of the rectors of the parishes to this matter in pre- 
paring their future annual reports. ;

OF THE NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
- SOCIETY FOR THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 15, 1899. 


Since our last annual report, three of the clergy of the City Mission staff have 
resigned after long, faithful, and efficient service. We refer to the Rev. Brock- 
holst Morgan, General Agent ; the Rev. Charles A. Wenman (since deceased), and 
the Rev. Arthur H. Proffitt, Chaplain of Bellevue Hospital, called to the rector- 
ship of Christ Church, Sparkill. 

We are grateful to the clergy and laity for another year’s generous support, 
and to Churches and Chapels which have accorded to the Society’s representa- 
tives the privilege of making appeals in their pulpits in behalf of its work. 

The following is a summary of the financial part of that support, viz. :

Of the numerous and varied details of the Society’s service it is not our pur- 
pose now to speak. They are soon to be printed for general distribution. Buta 
partial résumé may be seen in the accompanying tabular statement which, among 
other records, shows that during the past twelve months our Missionaries have 
officiated at 3,801 religious services ; celebrated the Holy Communion 484 times 
in public and 167 times in private ; baptized 24 adults and 282 children ; dis- 
tributed 28,577 books, and made 73,952 visits. These statistics come to us from 
what may be called the three departments of the Society’s activity, viz.: 1. 
Chapels and Mission Houses in populous neighborhoods. 2. Hospitals and 
Asylums. 3. Prisons in the city and on the Islands. 

In the first named of these natural groupings of missionary stations we have 
the Chapel of the Messiah, St. Barnabas’ Chapel and Mission House, St. Ambrose’s 
Chapel and parish building, God’s Providence Chapel and Mission House, the 
Italian Church of San Salvatore, free reading rooms, the Egleston Library for 
Missionaries, and our Fresh Air Fund. At the last confirmation service at the 
Chapel of the Messiah the Minister in charge presented a class of seventy-eight 
candidates, of whom forty were heads of families. At St. Ambrose’s Chapel, the 
neighborhood of which is now largely Italian, the Society has arranged to in- 
 troduce some of the features of the University Settlement plan, and it is hoped 
that they will be productive of larger results than have heretofore been attain- 
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able there, though we have cause to be thankful for the excellent work which 
has already been done by the Minister in charge and his co-laborers. The Italian 
Mission continues to thrive at ifs temporary Chapel in Bleecker Street, and mean- 
time the Committee charged with the somewhat difficult task of selecting a site 
for the new church is making diligent efforts to find a suitable piece of property, 
and it seems probable that our Italian friends will not have much longer to wait 
for the fulfilment of their wish for a permanent house of worship. Extensive 
improvements have been made during the past summer in the interior of St. 
Barnabas’ House—our temporary shelter for homeless women and children, num- 
bering ninety or more from day to day—and never has the house been so com- 
fortable and so well adapted to its uses as it is now. Such of the former site of 
the Italian Church of San Salvatore, across the street, as was left to us after the 
city had taken what was required in connection with the opening of Elm Street, 
has lately been fenced, and it is now used and much prized by the children of 
St. Barnabas’ House as a playground. God’s Providence Mission has also been 
improved by the addition of a cement floor on the roof, where children from the 
Day Nursery, Kindergarten, and Industrial School have an enclosed, attractive 
playground in winter as well as in summer. We are gratefully indebted to the 
ladies composing the Board of Advisers of St. Barnabas’ House and God’s Provi- 
dence Mission for their constant interest and valued help. 

Our Fresh Air Fund has been a timely boon to large numbers of children 
and older people, to whom the summer in. city tenements is peculiarly oppressive, 
and to whom the breath of the hills or the sea is as refreshing as it is rare. In 
addition to the cottage at Tenafly, where Mrs..J. Hull Browning has kindly 
sheltered for us one hundred and fifty children in parties of twenty-five for two 
weeks at a time, we have had the use of a rented house near Haines Falls for 
one hundred and twenty-five beneficiaries for a three weeks’ sojourn. 

Other parties have had outings at Tompkins Cove, Nyack, Carmel, Sea Side 
Hospital, and other places in the country for periods of time varying from ten 
days to two or three weeks, and steamboat and barge transportation has been 
provided for two thousand excursionists. 

Our Missionaries have continued their loving service among multitudes of 
unfortunates dependent on the public care at Bellevue, City, Metropolitan, Har- 
lem, and Gouverneur Hospitals, Nursery and Child’s Hospital, New York Infant 
Asylum, Asylum on Randall’s Island for children of feeble minds, Home for 
Convalescents, Home and Hospital for Colored Men and Women, Hopper Home, 
Manhattan State Hospital for the Insane, and also at the Men’s and Women’s 
wards and hospitals of the Almshouse. At the first and last named of these 
institutions daily services are maintained in the Chapels adjoining them, viz., 
the Chapel of Christ the Consoler and the Chapel of the Good Shepherd ; and at 
the others there are Sunday services, with one or more week-day services in the 
larger Hospitals, with daily visits. At the Almshouse a class of candidates has 
been prepared by the present Chaplain for confirmation, and arrangements have 
accordingly been made for the Bishop’s Visitation on the third of next month. 

We are glad to report that the Department of Public Charities is making 
improvements at the City Hospital on Blackwell’s Island which, when com- 
pleted, will give us on the second floor for our Chapel uses a larger room, better 
lighted and more convenient to convalescents than the one on the fourth floor 
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now reserved for religious services. Many ladies and gentlemen from Grace- 
Emmanuel Church, East 116th Street, have rendered valuable assistance in teach- 
ing in our Sunday-school for children of feeble minds on Randall’s Island, and 
a lay-reader from the same parish has generously volunteered his services at the 
Harlem Hospital, where he has been a frequent and always welcome visitor. 

The number of persons whom the law has under lock and key is always 
large. It is gratifying to know that the Gospel is preached to them when they 
are thus for a time shut within guarded gates. We have Sunday services and 
Sunday-schools at the Reformatory on Randall’s Island called the House of 
Refuge, where eight hundred or more boys and girls are under discipline, and 
from their number a class of forty-five candidates is to be presented for confir- 
mation on Wednesday, October 4th. Weekly religious services are also held at 
the Harlem, Yorkville, Jefferson Market, and Essex Market Prisons, Workhouse, 
Penitentiary, and House of Detention for Witnesses. At Ludlow Street Jail 
we have two, and at the Tombs Prison four, weekly services with sermons. At 
each of these places frequent visits are made by the Chaplain, who, in his effort 
to befriend prisoners, especially young men and young women about to be brought 
to trial for their first offence, has occasion to make many visits to the distressed 
households to which they belong. 

We cannot close this brief review of our Missions to prisons through which a 
procession of a hundred thousand prisoners passes during the course of a single 
year, without recalling an incident of the fire which destroyed a small part of the 
Penitentiary on Blackwell’s Island, one day last winter. It is well known that 
not a few of the prisoners voluntarily risked their lives in a most heroic manner 
in order to rescue other prisoners who were sick and helpless in the burning 
hospital. Some of the rescuers had barely time to lift their weak fellow convicts 
to their shoulders and carry them out of reach of the flames. In that thrill- 
ing hour a fine spirit, like gold brought to light from base-looking ore, flashed 
out of men who had seemed only so many outcasts in prison garb. And this 
bound of their better nature into action is a fair symbol of many soul-awaken- 
ings which respond, within and without prison walls, to the City Mission’s 
ministry of love and light and hope.

The Rev. Pascal Harrower presented the following report : 


Weport 


OF THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL COMMISSION : 


At the last Convention of this Diocese a Commission on Sunday-schools was 
appointed ‘‘ with a view of raising the standard of Sunday-school teaching, and 
furthering the work of the proper grading of schools, and the use of such text 
books and lessons as may most satisfactorily meet the needs of the Church.” 
In presenting its first report, the Commission desires to call attention to the fact 
that the causes which led to its appointment are found in the present unsatis- 
factory condition of this: branch of the educational work of the Christian 
Church. No subject has been more constantly discussed, no educational work 
has been felt to be more heavily handicapped. It labors under evident disad- 
vantages arising from the time at its disposal, the character and equipment of 
its teachers, the inadequate training of the clergy themselves, and the wide- 
spread confusion as to what the school shall undertake to teach. 

The Sunday-school Commission has not, therefore, any final solution of this 
grave problem to present. It has felt that the most and best it can do is to call 
attention to those principles which underlie all true education, and arouse an 
interest in the Sunday-school as an educational institution. Theoretically, the 
Church regards the instruction of her children as of first importance, yet it is a 
surprising fact that our theological students receive no specific training for this 
department of their work. The public school teacher is trained in the princi- 
ples and art of teaching. The young priest and pastor is sent out with no 
direct preparation for this supreme duty. The inevitable result of this is 
apparent in the character of our Sunday-school instruction, and, further, in 
the confused and even contradictory notions of what should be taught. 

In dealing with this problem the Commission, during the past year, arranged 
a series of Lenten conferences in the crypt of the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine, which proved not only helpful and suggestive at the time, but also 
developed the fact that many of our Sunday-school teachers are earnestly 
desirous of better preparation for and knowledge of their work. ‘Two confer- 
ences were also had at meetings of the Archdeaconries of Orange and Dutchess, 
which awakened very encouraging interest. It is gratifying to be able to state 
that a Sunday-school Commission has been appointed in the neighboring dio- 
cese of Long Island. A meeting of the two Commissions has already been 
held, and the hope is that the work of the two may follow along common lines, 
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Your Commission now asks your interest in the following course on Chris- 
tian knowledge which has been arranged for the coming year. The course has 
been arranged with a view to the varying conditions of the Diocese as a whole. 
It will first mention the course as proposed for the city. A syllabus of subjects 
was prepared covering the principles of religious education, together with a 
list of proposed speakers whose assistance we were most anxious to enlist. 
One object was to secure a carefully arranged and authoritative discussion of 
this subject from those conspicuously representing modern educational methods 
and ideals. It is the purpose of the Commission to have a stenographer in at- 
tendance to carefully report not only the address, but aiso such questions and 
answers as may follow. The whole series, after proper revision, will be pub- 
lished in book form, and thus provide for Sunday-school workers everywhere 
a most valuable and suggestive contribution on this subject.

For this course the Commission commends the use of Patterson Du Bois’ 
‘The Point of Contact in Teaching,” John Wattles & Co., Philadelphia. There 
will be prepared to go with this book a set of sylabi covering the five chapters, 
with names of books of reference for the use of Rectors and Teachers. These 
Parish Classes should be organized during the autumn or before Christmas. 
The advantage to Sunday-school workers of such a course cannot be too strongly 
emphasized. Few, if any, of our clergy have ever had the advantages of peda- 
gogical training, much less our teachers. For them, therefore, this mutual study 
with its suggestive reading of such books as Bishop Huntington’s ‘* Unconscious 
Tuition ” ; Dr. Hervey’s ‘‘ Picture Work”; Dr. Vincent’s ‘‘ The Modern Sunday 
School”; Froebel’s ‘‘ Education of Man,” and Dr. G. Stanley Hall’s ‘“‘ The Con- 
tent cf Children’s Minds’”’—would open up a new conception of the teacher’s 
work,

Certificates and Hxaminations. 


The Commission proposes to issue Certificates of Attendance at these lec- 
tures and classes. Examinations will not be compulsory, but papers will be 
prepared for the voluntary use, and, we trust, a very general use, of those 
attending, 

The Commission is quite aware of the fact that to confine the Course in 
Christian Knowledge to but one place and hour in the city must seem inade- 
quate. A fuller course, with a larger number of stations and lecturers on the 
University extension idea, has been fully discussed. Such a plan would, how- 
ever, involve much greater expense, a larger staff of lecturers, and more wide- 
spread support than could now be secured. 

The Commission believes that at an early day this work of the Sunday-school 
should be closely connected with the Cathedral System of the Diocese, so as to 
make the Cathedral not only the centre of missionary and spiritual life, but 
bring it also into vital relations with the religious education of the children of 
the Church. There will thus be developed better conceptions of religious edu- 
cation, and better manuals of instruction will be provided to meet the higher 
standard. From many of our clergy and Sunday-school teachers has come the 
question, ‘‘ What Text-books and Lessons can you advise for our Schools?” The 
only answer at present is that the Church has nothing to recommend that meets 
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the standard of modern educational methods and ideals. This work of making 
text-books and courses of lessons for our Sunday-schools is not one, it must be 
remembered, that can be done by an untrained clergy. . The Church must call 
to her aid those who are already leaders in the work of education. She may 
inspire their interest in so great a task, but she must make use of that special 
training which they alone possess before she can fully meet the great and serious 
problem of how best to teach her children. 

The only way in which the Church can secure for this great educational 
work the services of the most thoughtful and gifted of her laity in any of our 
parishes is to make them feel that the methods used are such as command their 
respect. The instruction of our children must be practical, progressive, intel- 
ligent, and calculated to secure results. 

There should be provided a thorough system of registration, with certifi- 
cates of admission, letters dimissory from school to school, with papers certi- 
fying to work done, and graduation. 

The final results of such work will be seen in a deepened interest of parents 
in the Church, a firmer hold of the Church upon her children and young people, 
and a closer bond of faith and life uniting the Church at large. The work of 
the Rector will undoubtedly be increased under such a system.. But he will 
secure the advantage of system and of greatly improved quality in his Sunday- 
school workers. Indeed, he wiil secure a very much greater range of personal 
influence, and a far closer contact with his young people than is now possible. 
“The graduate of our theological schools will necessarily come to his work with 
better qualification and training as a teacher, and thus the efficiency of the 
Church in her function as a teacher would be largely increased. 

Your Commission asks of the Rectors and Sunday-school workers of the 
Diocese their cordial codperation towards this great end.

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The Rev. Dr. Hopson, the Acting Warden of St. Stephen’s 
College, presented the following report : 


Weport 
OF ST. STEPHEN’S COLUEGE. 


During the past year death has taken from us the Rey. Robert B. Fairbairn, 
D.D., LL.D., Warden Emeritus, and also three of our trustees, Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, Esq., the Hon. Roswell P. Flower, LL.D., and John Bard, Esq. Mr. 
Bard was one of the founders of the College, who was largely instrumental in 
establishing it at Annandale, who contributed liberally to its support, and eave 
to it nearly forty years of devoted service. 

The Trustees, at a meeting heid in this city last Monday, elected to the 
Wardenship the Rev. Lawrence T. Cole, a graduate of the University of 
Michigan and of the General Theological Seminary, and a Doctor of Philosophy 
of Columbia University. 

Dr. Cole has accepted the election, and will enter at once upon the duties of 
his office. He comes to us from the Diocese of Michigan City, where he occu- 
pied the responsible position of Archdeacon of the Diocese. He comes com- 
mended by the best judges for ability and merit of a high order, and fora 
power of influencing young men which should prove of great benefit to those 
whose minds and characters are to be moulded by his training. 

Dr. Robertson, who was absent last year on account of ill-health, has re- — 
turned and resumed his duties as Hoffman Professor of Greek. 

Our course of study has been enlarged, and the requirements for admission 
increased. 

Nine of our students graduated at the last commencement, and received the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts. Three others completed the course prescribed by 
the canons for entrance upon their theological studies. Eighteen new students 
have entered—four more than we received last year, and several have applied 
for admission next year. 

We have had a quiet and successful year, in which (if I may be pardoned 
for quoting the language of a distinguished visitor, a member of the Board of 
Regents) ‘‘a great deal of honest and excellent work was done by both faculty 
and students at very small cost.” 

The College debts have all been paid. We own our plant, which is valued 
at $232,500, and have besides a net cash endowment of more than $100,000. 

The Trustees have unanimously resolved that the College shall maintain its 
corporate existence permanently. We need now only larger endowments and 
the cordial codperation of those who believe in a thoroughly educated ministry 
to enable us to accomplish with greater efficiency the special work which the 
Church has given us to do.

The receipts from assessments during the year have been sufficient to meet 
the deficiency in the income of the fund for the Bishop’s salary, but in spite of 
the additions made to the capital of the fund during the year, the same assess- 
ment will be necessary for the deficiency of the year ending September, 1900. 
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The Trustees, therefore, recommend to the Convention the adoption of the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Trustees cf the Episcopal Fund be, and they are hereby 
authorized to assess the parishes of the Diocese at the rate of one per cent. 
upon the salaries paid to the clergy, for the purpose of raising the moneys 
needed for the Episcopal Fund, in lieu of the collections provided for by Canon. 

The Trustees report that to comply with the terms of the resolution adopted 
by the Convention of 1898, they have entered into an arrangement with the 
New York Life Insurance and Trust Company to act as the custodian of the 
estate, property, and income of the corporation. 

This agreement is as follows : 

This Agreement, made the twelfth day of June, in the year One thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-nine, between THE NEw York LIFE INSURANCE 
AND TRUST COMPANY OF THE CiTy OF NEw York, herein designated as the 
party of the first part, and THE TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL FUND OF THE 
Diocese or New York, herein designated as the party of the second part, 
Witnesseth : 

The said party of the first part agrees to take charge and to become the 
custodian of such moneys, bonds, mortgages, deeds, title papers, policies of 
insurance, securities and other property as may be deposited with it by the said 
party of the second part and to collect all interest, dividends and income that 
may accrue thereon and pay over and disburse the same under and in pursuance 
to the directions of the party of the second part, less the amount of one per 
centum upon such interest, dividends and income as may be so received by the 
party of the first part, which sum of one per centum the said party of the first 
part is authorized to retain and which it agrees to receive as full compensation 
for all its services under this agreement. 

The said party of the first part further agrees that it shall and will invest 
and from time to time reinvest any of the funds of said party of the second 
part of which it may have the custody under this agreement as directed by the 
said party of the second part, and shall and will at all times allow to the said 
party of the second part upon any moneys of the said party of the second part 
either principal or interest on deposit with it the current rate of interest the 
same as allowed to other depositors. 

The said party of the first part further agrees to see that the property upon 
which any real estate mortgages shall be deposited with them shall be kept 
insured against loss or damage by fire in accordance with the terms of such 
mortgage respectively, and the said party of the second part agrees to reim- 
burse the said party of the first part the amount of any premium or premiums 
of insurance which the said party of the first part may pay upon any such 
property unless the same shall be collected by the party of the first part from 
the mortgagors or their representatives. 

The said party of the first part further agrees to deliver to the said party 
of the second part all or any of such moneys, bonds, mortgages and securities 
upon the demand of the said party of the second part accompanied by a copy cf 
a resolution of the Executive Committee or Board of Directors or Trustees of 
said party of the second part, requesting such delivery, duly certified by its 
Secretary.

OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PAROCHIAL FUND. 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund beg leave to report that the funds in 
their care and the various appropriations therefrom have been much the same 
as in past years. They have extended such aid as the funds warranted to 
several faithful clergymen whose incomes hardly gave them a living. They 
have also made several loans on church property that have enabled the parties 
so assisted to extend considerably their sphere of action and usefulness. 

A detailed report of these funds and the nature of their investment, and the 
appropriations therefrom will be found in the report of the treasurer herewith 
appended. 

The resignation and subsequent death of Edward A. Quintard is noticed 
here with regret, and the resignation also of Mr. Henry Dudley was accepted 
with regret. The secretary was requested to present the same at the Diocesan 
Convention. ;

Report 


OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
FOR SEAMEN IN THE CITY AND PORT OF NEW YORK. 


In surveying the recent past the Board of Managers find many and unusual 
causes for encouragement. Events of significant naticnal importance have 
made the interests of the sailor the interests of the entire community, to an 
extent heretofore unequalled in our history. As he has won more friends it is 
but reasonable to suppose that some of these wili seek out those societies that 
have been looking after his welfare for many years, and will avail themselves 
of the valuable experience thus acquired to benefit him. 

It is to be remembered that the change in the time of presenting our annual 
report makes this one cover a period somewhat longer than its predecessor, and 
the careful examination of the Chaplains’ statements renders it evident that 
the results of our work have been exceptionally gratifying, and we think will 
manifest to our friends that the future, which promises to call us into fields so 
much larger and broader, will find us well equipped to undertake the new 
duties likely to devolve upon us, provided tbat those who really want to be- 
friend the sailor will faithfully sustain us. 

In consequence of the overcrowded condition of the Society’s rooms in 
Coenties Slip, the Board of Managers has added a communicating rcom at 
37 Front Street, greatly increasing the accommodations. 

Two legacies have come to us during the past year: one of $2,766 from the 
estate of Miss Mary A. Edson, and the other of $1,000 from the estate of the 
late Hosier Morgan ; and how opportune and acceptable they have been can 
readily be realized when one sees that our expenses have been $23,395.88 and 
income only $16,423.36, making a deficit of $6,972.02 ; thus rendering it 
necessary for us to exhaust our Temporary Fund of $4,194.17, and leaving us 
in a financial condition that seriously threatens to cripple us. As we are, in 
the main, dependent upon the contributions received from the various churches, 
it is to be hoped that the rectors throughout the city may each be induced to 
devote one sermon during the coming year to the promotion of the Society’s 
interests. 

We would make grateful recognition of the gift of a small library, placed 
in the Sailors’ Home by the late Mrs. P. E. Arcularius, in memory of her 
father, the late Dr. Samuel M. Valentine. 

The Society has to mourn the death of one of its Lay Vice-Presidents, the 
late Mr. E. M. Duncan, who was an officer in it for fifty-three years. We have 
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had no more faithful or interested friend and co-worker, and his memory will 
be long and tenderly cherished by his associates. Of the Honorary Members of 
our Board we have lost two: Mr. F. H. Trowbridge and Mr. Charles P. 
Burdett. The former was elected in 1845 and the latter in 1849, so that each 
had given the Society about half a century of devotion, ever keeping its welfare 
at heart even unto the end. Such records are most inspiring. 

We want to call especial attention to one particular phase of our work which 
is now of more than ordinary interest, namely : 


COOPERATION FOR IMPROVED LEGISLATION. 


Codperation with other New York societies which labor for the benefit of 
seamen has been continued by our Board, particularly with a view to needed 
Jegislation. The member of our Executive Committee to whom was assigned 
the duty of conferring with other bodies and of presenting the needs of seamen 
before the Congressional Committee at Washington was also appointed by the 
‘« Joint Conference ” to represent the several societies. The Maritime Associa- 
tion of New York and the Committee on Commerce of the United States Sen- 
ate gave our representative a full and friendly hearing, and our recommenda- 
tions were embodied in the unanimous report of that Committee, which, in the 
form of Senate Bill No. 95, received the unanimous vote of the Senate. It 
reached the House of Representatives too late in the last session for final action, 
but it is hoped that it may become a law during the session now in progress. 

The chief amendments to existing statutes contained in that bill may be 
summarized as follows : 


1. The abolition of imprisonment as a penalty for desertion, in home ports, 

2. Vesting discretionary power in courts as to penalties for desertion and 
other offences in foreign ports. 

3. The abolition of all forms of corporal punishment and the better pro- 
tection of seamen from personal assaults by officers of vessels. 


4, Better accommodation in respect of space, ventilation, warm room, and 
clothing.

Invalidating agreements by seamen to forfeit statutory rights as to pay- 
ment of wages in foreign ports, provisions, water, ete. 
6. The improved minimum scale of provisions as to quantity, quality, 
_ fresh food and water, fruits and meats, to be had when obtainable. 
7. Requiring surveys as to seaworthiness of vessels and of provisions 
under conditions more favorable to safety and health of seamen and 
requiring vacancies to be filled by seamen of like grade. 
8. Protection and employment of seamen discharged in foreign ports and 
shipment home. 
9. Greater consideration given to seamen in the matter of evidence and 
testimony in court and better supervision by United States Consuls. 
10. Better protection in the matter of allotments, advance wages, and fees 
for obtaining employment as seamen. 
11. Making many of the above provisions applicable to FOREIGN VESSELS 
as well as to those of the United States. 
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The Board of Managers adds to its Report the following communication 
from Captain A. T. Mahan, United States Navy (retired) : 


The general missionary work of the Church has long and naturally been 
divided under two chief heads—Domestic and Foreign Missions ; but, as is the 
case in matters secular, so in this sacred duty, that space of the globe’s surface 
which unites the two great subdivisions, at the same time that it constitutes 
the boundary separating the one from the other,—the sea,—has been over- 
looked by the Church at large as a field for missions. Properly, one would 
say, considering the vast number of persons now daily embarked upon the 
deep, and their dependence upon the conscientious fidelity of seamen, the sea 
should form, in the consciousness of the Church, a third special department, 
additional to the two great land subdivisions—the Foreign and the Domestic. 
That it is not so—that we forget—constitutes the imperative necessity for the 
existence and activity of the Church Missionary Society to Seamen in the Port 
of New York. When the Church, as a body, reeognizes that the sea as well as 
the land demands her motherly care, that she should seek to build up the char- 
acter of seamen by spreading among them the light of the gospel, the need for 
the separate and highly specialized effect of our Society may cease. 

Till then, the Church Missionary Society to Seamen, feeble in resources 
because the members of the Church, as experience shows, pay little heed to 
seamen, strives to occupy the ground as best it may. Its chief stations are 
equipped not only for spiritual service, but for social benefit as well; for 
physical comfort and mental cheer, other than in the streets and saloons. They 
stand on the water-fronts, where, as in all great maritime cities, temptation 
abounds, They serve seamen, not only by direct ministration to them, but in- 
directly, by the elevating effect upon the neighborhcods which is exerted by 
whatever stands for good, or actively works for it, as the Church and her mis- 
sionaries do. Help is asked to maintain and to extend this beneficent work. 
Whose duty is it to aid?

The Committee on the Bishop’s Address presented the follow- 
ing report, which was read by the Rey. Dr. Dix: 


Weport 
OF COMMITTEE ON THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 
The committee appointed to consider that part of the Bishop’s Address 


which relates to the divine institution of marriage and the due observance of 
the Lord’s Day, respectfully report :

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The committee are glad that the Bishop has now laid his hand upon two of 
the gravest evils of the hour. The desecration of the Lord’s Day, carried to 
wider extremes of license, is threatening the integrity of this people as a God- 
fearing nation. The steady spread of loose views as to the stability of the 
marriage centract, and the reckless ease with which the relations of married 
people are dissolved by divorce, are similarly threatening the existence of the 
family and the home. We believe that there are no two points to which our 
chief pastor could more seasonably have pointed the finger of warning ; we 
wish that his impressive words might be read or heard by every member of the 
Church in this Diocese and seriously laid to heart. 

The Lord’s Day was intended to be a time of refreshing for body and soul ; 
a day of rest from toil ; a day whereon to give God due honor in His Church ; 
a day for seasonable recreation. 

In all these relations, its purpose has been forgotten and its blessing is lost. 
There is a wide neglect of public worship ; there is a growing tendency to turn 
the day into a time for mere secular amusement and dissipation. Our youth 
deny an obligation to go to church ; they go if they please, but if not, it makes 
no difference ; a large number never appear there. The day is devoted to bicycle 
riding, excursions, golf, tennis; in the evening the latest scandal is given by 
large dinners and receptions, with music and other delights ; all idea of relig- 
ious duty or observance is lost; God listens for the voice of man in praise, 

“prayer, and worship, but listens in vain. Judgment must follow on offences 
such as this ; on the complete banishment of religious action from the once 
sacred day, and its prostitution to the purposes of diversion, amusement, 
and social dissipation. No nation has ever stood secure which deliberately 
broke the Fourth Commandment, and left God without one day in the seven 
to call His own. And the class which have done the most to desecrate the day 
by frivolous and gay looseness of living is that one which, by conspicuous 
social position, wealth, and opportunity, might have thrown the heaviest weight 
into the scale on the side of orderly living and respect for divine institutions. 
The fashionable class, as they are called, are easily leaders in the melancholy 
work of corrupting the morals of the community and the manners of the age. 

In the fatal drift on the way towards a general undoing of the marriage tie, 
we have reached a point at which men and women are looking about with amaze- 
ment, and with the wish to know what can be done to avert a dire and wide 
calamity. Divorces multiply ; facilities for separation are liberally afforded ; 
the circumstances under which the marriage bond is dissolved render the pro- 
cess more and more offensive ; in many instances shame would seem to have 
fled, and conscience and the sense of duty to have become extinct. Men and 
women outrage the divine law, and render themselves liable to prosecution and 
punishment under our human statutes; they easily obtain the dissolution of 
the ties by which they were bound by mutual promise and vow; they proceed 
with as little delay as possible to enter into new relations contrary to God’s 
word, and stigmatized as adulterous by our Lord Jesus Christ ; and yet these 
offenders are permitted to retain their place in the circles in which they move ; 
their actions, though criminal in the eye of the law and the judgment of the 
courts, are condoned in society ; and they are accepted as in good standing and 
beyond reproach. Families are broken up; homes ruined under frivolous 
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pretences, or at the dictate of lawless passion ; yet it is assumed that these 
things should be left to the individual as his or her personal concern, and not 
the concern of the social circle in which they move; and feeble, if any, opposi- 
tion is made to the exoneration and full rehabilitation of offenders whose acts 
merit the reproof of just and honorable men. These sins against human and 
divine law are not committed only by the low, the degraded, and the ignorant ; 
they are most conspicuously manifest in the case of what are known as the 
higher classes ; persons arrogating to themselves the character of social leaders 
have been among the most reckless in contempt for obligation and duty, and 
most flagrant among the offenders against God and Christian institutions ; 
while it is a deplorable fact that their associates and companions in the very 
class which might and ought to exert a salutary influence in frowning on trans- 
gression and trying to keep society pure, appear to take their part, and even 
to justify and applaud their conduct. We are reaching a point at which alarm 
is daily growing greater, and disgust and indignation are more widely felt; a 
point at which the opinion is gaining ground, to which the Bishop has referred, 
that legislation is advisable which shall prohibit the remarriage of divorced 
persons under any circumstances whatever. 

We are therefore thankful that the Bishop of New York has called the 
attention of the clergy and laity ef this Diocese to our danger, a danger which 
increases. Legislation on this subject may be useful in this connection ; but, 
if taken, it must be taken by the General Convention. A Joint Commission, 
composed of bishops, clergy, and laity, have under consideration the canons 
relating to marriage and divorce. A committee of clerical and Jay deputies are 
similarly engaged, in an effort to devise means for the more effectual protection 
of families and our homes. The prayers of the people should daily ascend to 
God, that He will give wisdom and understanding to our Church legislators, 
and light to see what they should do. But it must be felt, by all, that legis- 
lation will prove of little avail, unless the conscience and heart of the people 
can be touched ; that the evil lies in the unruly wills and affections of sinful 
men and sinful women. There, after all, must the reform begin; and if it 
does not begin there and proceed thence, there is little hope in canons and laws. 

Your committee, profoundly impressed by the danger signals of these times, 
and grateful to the Bishop for his strong words and valuable suggestions, offer 
for adoption the following resolutions : 

Resolved, 'That the thanks of the clergy and laity of this Diocese be given to 
their Bishop for his utterances on the subject of the Lord’s Day and the ordi 
nance of Holy Matrimony. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Convention that the attention of all our 
people should be called to the portion of the Address which was referred to us. 

Resolved, That we view with sorrow and fear the wide decay in the observ- 
ance of the Lord’s Day, and other sacred times and seasons of the Christian 
year. 

Resolved, That we regard with similar dread and sadness of heart the decay 
of the idea of the sanctity of marriage, and the ease with which the marriage 
tie is dissolved. i 

Resolved, That it be respectfully suggested to the clergy of this Diocese, that 
they call the attention of their congregations, at such time or times as may be 
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suitable, to the recent counsels of the Bishop in those parts of his Address 
relating to the Lord’s Day and Holy Matrimony, adding thereto their own 
counsel and advice on these unspeakably important subjects.

OF COMMITTEE ON ST: STEPHEN’S COLLEGE. 


The undersigned, a committee appointed at the last Convention, to whom 
was referred the report of the Acting Warden of St. Stephen’s College, ‘‘ with 
instructions to confer with the Trustees and Alumni of the College,” and in 
connection with the former to determine upon such action for the best interests 
and permanent well-being of the Institution, beg leave to report : 

That in obedience to such instructions a formal conference was held with 
the Alumni through a special delegation appointed by the Alumni Association 
for that purpose. Subsequently, a duly authorized Committee from the Board 
of Trustees met with the Diocesan Committee, and after a full consideration of 
the condition and needs of St. Stephen’s College, the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this committee it would be for the best 
interests of the Church in this Diocese and of St. Stephen’s College that the 
collegiate character of the latter should be continued, and that a consolidation 
of St. Stephen’s College with Hobart College would be desirable, provided it 
can be made upon such conditions as will properly safeguard the interests of 
St. Stephen’s College as regards its property rights and past degrees. 

Your committee have had no official information of the ratification of this 
united action, and respectfully ask to be discharged from further consideration 
of the matter.

Weport 
OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


The Board of Managers of Diocesan Missions respectfully reports as follows : 

The missionary work of the Diocese, other than that conducted by parishes 
and by the New York City Mission Society, is in the charge of five Archdeacon- 
ries, and has, during the past year, been prosecuted with vigor and gratifying 
results, 

1. The Archdeaconry of Dutchess reports a satisfactory condition of things, 
and that its nine stations receiving aid from its treasury are all filled by effi- 
cient and hard-working missionaries. In Pine Plains the Church would have 
to be closed if it were not for the assistance given it, as there is no place nearby 
from which the congregation could be served. Accordingly, it is important to 
keep a missionary there, in the hope of making Pine Plains itself a centre of 
work for the country districts adjacent. The present incumbent, the Rev. Mr. 
Grubbe, is doing a quiet but substantial work in a congregation and community 
which is in many respects difficult to reach and not naturally harmonious. 

At Hopewell Junction the outlook is most encouraging. For the first time 
in the history of the mission we have a priest in charge living among the 
people. The town is largely composed of men connected with the railroad. 
It has good promise of growth, owing to increase of business at the railroad 
junction, and the Church is now well equipped to meet any contingency. 
Although it has heretofore contributed nothing to the support of a clergyman, 
it is now giving about $200 through the Archdeaconry, besides spending 
money on necessary improvements in its church building. The congregations 
are growing, and the life of the Church is being strengthened in a wise and 
conservative manner. It is owing to the devotion and unselfishness of the 
missionary and his wife that such good results have been achieved. Mr. Probst 
has also started services at Arthursburgh. 

At Pleasant Valley the Church is fortunate in having the services of a most 
active and conscientious priest who has, in the little over a year that he has 
been there, made a very decided impression upon the religious life of the town, 
and enlarged the influence of the Church. We have reason to be very thankful 
that where we can pay but’ a small stipend and where the work is of singular 
difficuity the Church is served so unselfishly and efficiently. 

At Dover Plains new ground is broken, and a rare opportunity offers for the 
establishment of the Church. The mission services and the Sunday-school are 
in the charge of a layman, Mr. A. C. Burdick, who is acting under the instruc- 
tion of the Rev. Dr. Clark of Amenia Union, who once in the week administers 
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the Holy Communion. It is thought that the time is not far distant when a 
small church may be built and the mission served entirely by the rector at 
Amenia Union. 

The work at Amenia Union and at Lithgow are in much the same condition 
as in the past, but a Sunday-school has been recently started at the latter, 
which promises to be very useful. 

At Pawling services have been held regularly during the past year by the 
Rev. Mr. Meldrum of Patterson, with sufficient success to warrant their con- 
tinuance. : ) 

The work at Glenham is still carried on in connection with the church at 
Fishkill, and the congregations are good. 

The school and mission at West Pawling are under Mr. A. C. Burdick, whose 
work is patient and enthusiastic, and has value as a civilizing agency in a widely 
scattered and ignorant population. 

In the month of June the Archdeacon and Secretary spent a week in making 
a visitation to four of the stations, and holding services with the effect of en- 
couraging the people and the missionaries, and of giving them a stronger sense 
of their fellowship with the Church at large, and relieving them of the sense of 
loneliness, which is so Jarge an element in the difficulties of a struggling church 
in a little country town. It served also to extend the acquaintance of Secretary 
and Archdeacon with the work of the Archdeaconry. 

2. The Archdeacon of Westchester begins his report to the Board of Man- 
agers with the mention of a rare incident that occurred in the history of 
the Diocese and the Archdeaconry during the year. He says, ‘‘ The Church 
of the Redeemer, Pelham, had been built by the wise foresight and courage of 
the rector, the Rev. Cornelius W. Bolton, beloved priest and missionary. A 
legacy came this spring, which paid the remaining debt, and will yield a small 
endowment to the parish. In May last the church was consecrated on the 
eightieth birthday of the Rev. Mr. Bolton. The Bishop and a number of the 
clergy presented a Loving Cup to our aged brother, with hearty congratula- 
tions on such an eventful day.” 

All Saints’ Mission at Harrison, Westchester County, under the Rev. W. W., 
Kirkby, D.D., has proved its right to live by a vigorous growth and increasing 
interest. A chapel has been built and consecrated, and good congregations 
attend each Sunday. 

A new church has been erected at Garnerville, Rockland County, to meet 
the needs of that mission parish. 

At Suffern the Rev. Mr. Mansfield has just enlarged his church, as he had 
found fora year or two-past the old building could not accommodate his in- 
creasing congregations. The larger and beautifully appointed church recently 
received the benediction of the Bishop. And the restored building is but the 
type of the faithful, gracious, and diligent ministry of the rector, the Rev. 
R. 8. Mansfield. 

A rectory has been completed at Spring Valley, Rockland County, and 
another at Lake Mahopac, Putnam County, and in each case the stability and 
permanence of the work will be assured by giving the missionary a home on 
the church grounds, 

The Rev. Mr. Chamberlaine of St. Mark’s Newcastle, has most wisely 
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removed the parish house from the position it held next to the rectory to a site 
nearer the centre of the village. The church in the old village of Newcastle 
is too far from the newer village of Mt. Kisco. By placing the parish house as 
a chapel nearer the railroad station, and holding night services there, Mr. 
Chamberlaine can better serve his people, and minister to the old and new 
villages. The work of removal was at once paid for, through the efforts of the 
rector and the generous help of friends of the mission. The meetings of the 
Archdeaconry have been well attended during the year. An unusual interest 
has been felt by the rectors and parishes in the work of the Archdeaconry, 
and in meeting the apportionments suggested by the Executive Committee. 

3. The Archdeacon of Orange reports that there have been three changes 
in the personnel of the missionary staff, caused by the resignations of the Rey. 
J. Anketell of Walden, of the Rev. H. P. Hobson of Milton and Highland, and 
of the Rev. F. N. Strader of Ellenville. Walden has been supplied by the calling 
of the Rev. James G. Lewis, D.D., of our own Diocese, and Hilenville, which 
has only lately become vacant, will soon receive a missionary by appointment of 
the Bishop. Milton and Highland have been combined, and placed under 
the charge of the Rev. Charles A. Tibbals. 

One new missionary station has been opened, ace twenty-one mission 
stations, which are served by fifteen missionaries. 

Referring to the last annual report as published in the Journal of the Con- 
vention of the Diocese, it will be noticed that reference was made to the encour- 
aging record of Chester, Orange County, and it was then stated that the mis- 
sionary and trustees confidently expected to ask for the consecration of the 
church building by St. Paul’s Day, 1900. They have not only kept their word, 
but much more ; and in July the Bishop of New York consecrated the completed 
and paid for structure under the name of St. Paul’s Church, Chester. This is 
the record itemized : Corner-stone laid on May 16, 1898 ; service of dedication 
on the Feast of the Transfiguration, August 6, 1898; Consecration, July 22, 
1899. Itisarecord that speaks volumes for the energy, devotion, and liberal 
offerings of both minister and people. 

Under the head of ‘‘ New Work,” the Archdeaconry reports the promising 
station of Chichester, Ulster County, to whose establishment and development 
the Archdeacon has given much personal care and thought. It has now the 
regular ministrations of the Rev. Arthur Wynne Shaw. Chichester is a manu- 
facturing village of nearly 400 souls—having close touch with Pheenicia, a vil- 
lage of 500 inhabitants. The factory fordesks, chairs, and church furniture is 
owned and managed by Mr. William O. Schwarzwaelder, a loyal Churchman 
and liberal man. He has provided an excellent and well-furnished frame 
church building in perfect repair and entirely adapted to our liturgical ser- 
vice. He supplies heat and light and contributes liberally to the-salary of the 
missionary. It is his ultimate purpose to deed the church property to the 
‘‘ Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocese,’’ and he stands ready to do. 
thisat any time. There is no other house of worship in the village, and ninety 
per cent. of the inhabitants attend our Church and Sunday-school. 

The church attendance at St. Paul’s, Chichester, during June, July, and 
August, has varied from 31 to 94; and that of the Sunday-school from 29 to 
69. Average attendance at Sunday-school, 63 ; average attendance at church: 
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morning, 45 ; evening, 67. From these figures it will readily be perceived that 
this new field is full of promise, and that the interest is general and well sus- 
tained. When one-half of the population of a village, town, or city is present 
at church and Sunday-school on summer Sundays throughout the warm weather, 
we may safely say that there is decided encouragement, and a hopeful response 
on the part of the community to the efforts of the Church. 

Further new work within the Archdeaconry of Orange is the laying of the 
corner-stone: of a new chapel at Rifton Glen, called St. Thomas’ Chapel, and 
served by the Rev. Henry Barker of Rosendale. This corner-stone was laid by 
the Archdeacon in the presence of several visiting clergy and a large assemblage 
on Saturday, September 9, 1899. The Rev. Mr. Barker and his devoted people 
have shown commendable energy in bringing the building to its present stage 
and assuring its completion. 

A thorough visitation of the Waliki!] Valley region, bordering on the rail- 
way, and unsupplied by services of our Church, has been made by the Rev Mr. 
Barker, under the direction of the Archdeacon, and such ministrations have been 
furnished as were practicable. 

Besides our regular stations maintained the year round, summer services, 
as usual, have been kept up and the sacraments administered at Greenwood 
Lake, Orange County ; and also at Mead’s Mount and Big Indian in the Catskill 
Mountains, where there are neat and well-furnished churches. ‘The chapel at 
Greenwood Lake is not owned by us, but is appropriated to our use by its 
trustees. 

The church at Big Indian was largely built through the efforts of the Rev. 
William F. Lewis, Rector of Peekskill, and its services have been maintained 
by himself and his son, the Rev. Charles Smith Lewis, Fellow of the General 
Theological Seminary. The building and furniture cost $1,151.56, and horse 
sheds, $146.72. During the last five years there have been twenty-six baptisms 
here, ten of which were adults. ‘Ten have been confirmed, and nine have become 
communicants. These details are given to illustrate the necessarily leavening 
influence of the Church in a sparsely settled mountain community. The same 
kind of work has been going on at Greenwood Lake and Mead’s Mount. 

At Pine Hill, also in the Catskills, there is a regularly organized parish ; but 
the work was begun under the Archdeacon of Orange, who, with the Rev. G. 
A. Carstensen, now of Indiana, broke the first sod for the foundation of the 
present handsome church. 

The general outlook is favorable, and the results accomplished during the 
year give much ground for thankfulness. 

4. The Archdeacopry of Richmond reports that, notwithstanding the neces- 
sity of some changes among the missionaries, the condition of the Archdeaconry 
is encouraging. 

The Rey. H. N. Lawrence, at Concord, has continued to show much activity 
in the conduct of his parochial organizations, in which the new parish building 
has been very helpful. The Sunday-school and other organizations prosper. 
The year has closed without any deficit, and the prospects are bright. 

The mission at Garrettson’s has held its own, under the same missionary, 
and it is hoped that before long a new chapel may be built. 

At Erastina the work has gone on encouragingly under the Rev. W. 
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Sweeney, who took the place of the Rev. Mr. Queale. He reports an increase 
in the number of communicants, steady growth in the Sunday-school, and a 
financial condition without debt. 

The Rev. R. H. Locke has had charge of Eltingville and New Dorp for sev- 
eral months, and reports substantial progress. The growth in Eltingville is 
slow, but sure, and at New Dorp there is a fair prospect of building a small 
chapel, which will insure the success of the Church in that place. The work in 
both places has been carried on under discouraging circumstances, and great 
credit is due to Mr. Locke for even partial success. 

5. The Archdeaconry of New York during the last year has strengthened 
its stakes, but has not greatly lengthened its cords. The work which it has 
done has been well done, but its sphere of work has been limited by the lack 
of resources. The few churches which have heretofore contributed have 
done distinctly better than ever before, but their number has not been in- 
creased. Four-fifths of the city churches at least do nothing for the cause of 
Church extension through the Archdeaconry of New York. Great opportuni- 
ties lie in wait for the Church, if only the churches could be awakened to 
seize them. 

The three missions of St. Stephen’s at Woodlawn, St. George’s at Williams- 
bridge, and St. David’s (colored) at 611 East 158th Street have been carried on 
more vigorously than ever. At Woodlawn, by the assistance of the residents 
themselves and the appropriation by the Archdeaconry of sums contributed for 
a building fund, the Archdeaconry has acquired excellent lots for the location 
and erection of a parish building ; but the money for the building is as yet 
wholly lacking and there is a mortgage on the land for a third of its value. A 
resident priest has been supplied to this mission whose efficient labors have 
caused this notable increase of strength. 

St. George’s, at Williamsbridge, has been regularly supplied with the ser- 
vices of a priest; and by the efforts of the congregation the church edifice, 
which the people of the mission hire at their own cost, has been beautified 
with new carpets and other suitable furniture and decorations. 

St. David’s, the colored mission in East 158th Street, has grown in numbers 
and influence and is in a most healthy state. The ministrations of the clergy- 
man in charge, since he became a priest one year ago, have been more efficient 
than ever. There is an immediate demand for money to buy lots and build a 
suitable chapel and parish house thereon, not in order to stimulate growth, but 
to meet the demands which have already grown. 

The Archdeaconry has no need to blush for the work done under its direc- 
tion. The treasurer’s report will give the item of receipts and expenditure, 
but these will give no adequate idea of the spiritual effort and result of the 
work to which the sums have been applied. 

There is, moreover, an ever-increasing call for greater work, both § in estab- 
lishing and strengthening the missions which exist and in establishing new 
ones. 

The Lay Helpers’ Association of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, under the 
efficient headship of their president, Mr. Eugene M. Camp, have been acting 
under the advice and codperation of the Archdeacon of New York. They have 
organized and manned with lay workers four Sunday-school centres which are 
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taking on a quasi-mission character, with the evening Church services con- 
ducted by lay readers for the parents and neighbors of the children who attend 
the schools. These stations are called respectively ‘‘St. Margaret’s,” at the east 
end of 156th Street ; ‘‘St. Simeon’s,” at 163d Street, Melrose ; ‘‘ The Advo- 
eate,” at 178th Street, Tremont; and ‘‘St. Alban’s,” at Highbridgeville, just 
south of Highbridge, which is under the care of a perpetual deacon. These 
mission schools have heretofore supported themselves, but their very success 
calls out for such ministerial supervision and labor as they of themselves can- 
not as yet furnish. In fine, the work of Church extension into the new districts 
of the city, which is the especial work of the Archdeaconry of New York, is of 
supreme importance to the future of the Church and the welfare of the city, 
and earnestly calls other churches to awaken to their opportunity. 

The missions to foreign-speaking peoples of New York City have been car- 
ried on as hitherto by the parochial boards having them in charge on behalf of 
the Archdeaconry. 

The foregoing facts are eloquent. Much has been accomplished, but much 
left undone, for opportunities are being lost because they are not embraced. 
The necessity of a larger giving is obvious, and very plain is the duty of calling 
the attention of the congregations of the Diocese to the claims of that mis- 
sionary work in city and country which the Diocese herself attempts to do. 
Meantime, a deep and devout thankfulness should fiJl our hearts for the re- 
markable results which have crowned our expenditure of money, and the zeal 
and self-sacrifice of our devoted missionaries. 

The Board of Managers asks for the appropriation of at least $25,000 for 
the ensuing year. All which is respectfully submitted.

A noteworthy incident of our history during the present year, 
and one of more than local interest, has been the completion of so 
much of the cathedral as enabled us to erect in the crypt the beau- 
tiful altar with its adjuncts, presented to the cathedral by a Church- 
woman of the Diocese of Chicago,* and to inaugurate service there 
on January 8th, the First Sunday after the Epiphany. These have 
been continued, uninterruptedly, since then, and it is our hope to 
establish in connection with them, for the present in the building 
known as the Cathedral House, a choir school, which shall furnish 
a standard of Church music of the highest character, and which 
shall be modelled upon the famous schools, lately visited for that 
purpose by our representative, at King’s College, Cambridge, at 
Magdalen College, Oxford, at St. Paul’s Cathedral in London, and 
elsewhere in the mother country. For this purpose, as also for 
prosecuting the work of construction, we shall need the help of the 
Church throughout the Diocese, and to that end it has been sug- 
gested that the anniversary of the first service held within the walls 
of the cathedral, the First Sunday after the Epiphany, shall be 
known as ‘‘ Cathedral Sunday,” when offerings shall be asked for 
its work. 

Another interesting and gratifying feature of our statistics

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is the large number of consecrations of churches which mark 
the year, and which, in different parts of the Diocese, and under 
widely dissimilar circumstances, indicate the vigorous growth and 
progress of the Church. For this we may well thank God and 
take courage. 

They are accompanied, however, by those tokens of change, in 
other directions, of which it is no less our duty to take note, and 
concerning which the Church ought to be governed by a definite 
and consistent policy. ‘There are cases, for instance, both in this 
city and in rural districts, where the Church, which once had a 
considerable and sustaining constituency, has now no longer any- 
thing of the sort. J have in mind, ¢.g., at this:moment, one rural 
parish where death and removal have left but one single family 
which acknowledges any connection with, or any responsibility for, 
the Church. Under such circumstances the maintenance of its 
services, in view of the just claims of other places of larger promise 
and a more numerous constituency upon the missionary funds of 
the Church, must be regarded as largely sentimental. Weare bound, 
in the Lord’s business, as in any other, to use trust funds where 
they will earn the best return. That is a fundamental principle of 
common honesty which very properly dismisses sentimentalism to 
the rear. But when you have said this as to such an instance as I 
have referred to, it must be remembered that it in no wise applies 
to those other instances, in a great city such as this, which I con- 
fess are to me a constant occasion of the deepest concern. I have 
heretofore expressed myself as to our somewhat hasty generalization 
with reference to the maintenance of old churches in long-estab- 
lished sites with what, I presume, was sufficient clearness. Of such 
churches, some have, undoubtedly, what might be described as a 
monumental value. Others have, what is of much more conse- 
quence, a clear spiritual mission, and others have neither. ‘To 
maintain these last, as some churches in London are maintained, 
when they have absolutely no longer any constituency whatever, 
and where, as I have seen again and again, the minister reads pray- 
ers to the pew-opener, and draws meantime, from ancient founda- 
tions, a considerable stipend, upon which he spends a large part of 
his time in foreign lands, delegating his skeleton duty to an under- 
paid curate, this is the mockery of trust-administration, whether 
towards God or man, and deserves to be no otherwise described. 
There are points in our own see city where the situation is practi- 
cally so nearly identical with this that to make the silly outcry that 
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has again and again been made where a church has been removed, 
is to trifle with the intelligence of those to whom it is addressed. 

But there remains another class of churches to which this in no 
sense applies. With time their surrounding constituency greatly 
changes, and those who were once closely identified with them, 
influenced by social and other considerations, have removed to 
distant parts of the city. For a while, personal or hereditary attach- 
ments held them to their old parish. But with lapse of time such 
ties become inevitably more and more attenuated, until at last they 
snap. Now, in such a case it may easily be that, while the whole 
social environment of this old parish has changed, it has not wholly 
changed. There are, e.g., Hebrews and Italians, Germans and 
Poles, all around, but there are also large numbers of our own race, 
and considerable numbers of our own people. In the immediate 
neighborhood of the Pro-Cathedral, e.g., it is estimated that we 
have over one hundred thousand Israelites; but we know that we 
have also, quite as close at hand, some twenty thousand Christians 
—and that would seem to furnish us with a sufficient warrant for 
our work. 

The case, in one important aspect of it, is typical, and it is for 
that reason that I advert to it now. ‘There are parishes in this city 
which were once the chief bulwarks of the Church’s strength and 
glory ; and which, in the splendid work which they are doing to- 
day for all sorts and conditions of men, are among its brightest 
ornaments; but whose power and prosperity are increasingly 
threatened by the tendency to which I have just referred. House- 
holds which were and are among their chief elements of strength 
drop away from them for the reasons which I have indicated, and 
withdraw, in going, their contributions to the maintenance of the 
common work. I want, here, to entreat such persons to recognize, 
under such circumstances, both their responsibility and their privi- 
lege. If, in such cases, you must go, see to it that you leave your 
gift behind you! If you must surrender your place in the pew, 
keep it in the subscription list. : 

For here you are dealing not with a sentimental, but with a 
social and moral crisis. Believe me, my brethren, we cannot take 
the Church out of the moral and social life of New York and leave 
anything that can pretend to take its place. I recognize, and have 
cordially identified myself with, movements of a social or educa- 
tional character among our most crowded and least cared for dis- 
tricts, and hope to continue to do so. The case, when you reduce 
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it to its practical equation in connection with the whole problem of 
the poor and neglected in cities, is one of agencies and instrumen- 
talities. If the Church has not at hand the tool, or man, or woman, 
for a particular task, she may wisely employ, or honor if she does 
not employ, such social mechanisms as, being wholesome and help- 
ful, are fitted to a particular occasion. And in this spirit she may 
honor, and herself reproduce, University or College Settlements 
(let it be remembered that in that whole departure Oxford House 
set the pace), or any other of the manifold and gracious agencies— 
the créche, the kindergarten, the club room, the libraries, recrea- 
tion halls, and all the rest—which social interest and sympathy have 
reared among us to-day. | 

But when these things are done, and other greater things are 
done, which as yet largely remain in nubibus ; when our tenements 
are rebuilt, and their occupancy regulated by just laws; when we 
have torn down whole blocks of buildings, as we are doing to-day in 
New York, and converted them into blooming parks—even then we 
have not laid the foundations of a stable civilization, nor reared the 
walls of a righteous social order. 

There is but one Hand that can do that, but one Divine Force 
that can maintain it! And here to-day and forever we see the 
place, in such a community as this, in such a nation as this, of 
Religion and the divinely appointed institutions of Religion. In 
one word, the world still waits for the message, the standards, the. 
eternal authority of Jesus Christ, in His Word and in His Church. 
Take these out of human society, and so far as its decay and down- 
fall, sooner or later, are concerned, it is of very little consequence 
what else you leave. If we review the history of what we are wont 
to call the higher civilizations, we shall find that their progress and 
their permanence have largely turned upon the Christian sanctions 
which, absent in Greece and Rome, doomed those earlier civiliza- 
tions, for want of them, to decay and ruin. The family, e.g., is 
indeed older than the Catholic Church, but it was the religion of 
Jesus Christ which took the family, consecrated its venerable rela- 
tions, ennobled its original authority, and lifted its august sanctions 
into their divinest place. And to-day it must be that same super- 
natural institution that shall both interpret and define for us what, 
in that and kindred fellowships, we owe, first to God and then to 
one another. 

The subject relates itself very closely to another divine institu-. 
tion, to which of late the public attention has been drawn and with 
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which the Church in this land has very seriously concerned itself— 
I need hardly say that I refer to the institution of marriage. Our 
General Convention at its last session gave, as you know, consider- 
able attention to the proposed amendments of our very inadequate 
Canon (as it seems to me) of Marriage and Divorce. Its councils 
were, as you are aware, divided upon the question whether that 
Canon could best be amended by withdrawing from it all authoriza- 
tion of remarriage, whether under the sanction of our Lord’s words 
in St. Matthew xix. 9th, 10th, or otherwise ; or, by making more 
stringent the conditions under which it should be competent for 
the Ordinary to sanction, with the authority of these words, the 
remarriage of the innocent party to a divorce. I need not reopen 
that discussion here. The Church will doubtless always be divided 
as to the authority of those words of Holy Scripture to which I have 
referred, and no less divided as to the measure of discretion which 
it is wise to vest in the Ordinary. But, meantime, the whole sub- 
ject has gained a new aspect from events to which I need not more 
particularly refer here, which have undoubtedly awakened in all 
sober-minded Christian people a profound sense of alarm ; and the 
consensus of opinion among them as to the necessity of legislation 
which shall prohibit the remarriage of divorced persons, under any 
circumstances whatever, has greatly widened and deepened. 

I am by no means sure that such a conclusion is not the wisest 
that we may reach at present ; for undoubtedly it must be owned 
that,-in the face of such a danger as threatens us, the only safe course 
may be to prohibit absolutely that which, while it might be per- 
missible if we could always be sure that it had a Scriptural justi- 
fication for it, is only wrong and evil when that justification, 
existing in fact, exists, e.g., only because it has been fraudulently 
obtained. Here the judgment of eminent publicists and legal 
authorities concur, and some of them of foremost rank as jurists 
and Churchmen have agreed in the opinion that our only safe 
canon, in view of tendencies painfully evident among us, is one in 
which the Church refuses remarriage to persons divorced for any 
cause arising after marriage, absolutely and universally. 

Such a remedy for our present evils would doubtless be, as some 
of us may think, a very drastic one, but the evil has grown to such 
proportions, it may justly be answered, that we can meet it with 
no other; and in one sense this is undoubtedly true. A wider view 
of the whole subject, however, will disclose to us, I think, the fact 
that it is not the only remedy, and that if accepted as a final solution 
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of the whole social problem of which, after all, it is but a small part, 
we are destined to be disappointed as to its results. 

For that wider view will reveal to us that the social relations of 
our time, in all their various ramifications, have been profoundly 
affected by causes which reside in the character of our free institu- 
tions and in that Zertgerst—that spirit of the age—in which the 
historian of the future will discern perhaps its mightiest force. I 
may best describe that spirit so far as we are here concerned with 
it as the spirit of individualism. The great movement which 
issued, here, in the revolt of the American colonies and their sub- 
sequent separation from the mother country was only part of a 
larger whole, which profoundly affected not only the mother 
country but France, Germany, and, later, Italy—which is at work 
to-day even in Russia, and which has wholly or partially dethroned 
some of the most widely ruling ideas of earlier ages. I may not 
trace its progress elsewhere; but here, at any rate, it has issued in 
the almost complete abrogation of some earlier forms of authority, 
and not only that, but of some of the most venerable and sacred 
tradition of the community and the state. In this direction noth- 
ing has been more serious than those results which have affected 
the family, and especially the institutions and obligations of 
marriage. These last have come to be so lightly regarded that 
now, at length, the least thoughtful among us are beginning to 
realize the vicious tendencies in some forty or fifty different com- 
monwealths of our composite and contradictory legislation ; and to 
recognize that the facility with which the marriage relation may be 
taken on and put off is a menace to the foundations of society and 
the jest of the civilized world. 

It would be well that the Church should meet such a situation 
with a stern front, and with legislation which, so far as she is con- 
cerned, will make divorce increasingly difficult if not impossible. 
But she must do a great deal more than that ; and she must beware 
of the delusion that in doing only that she has done anything more 
than a very small part of her duty. However we may safeguard the 
solemnization of Holy Matrimony, we must no less lift-up and safe- 
guard the approaches to it. No legislation, whether ecclesiastical or 
civil], which touches only the terms and conditions of the contract 
itself will do a work which must needs be done before it is entered 
into. We may reiterate with utmost solemnity, ‘“ Those whom God 
hath joined together let no man put asunder” ; it will be quite in 
vain unless we see to it that those reasonable precautions of fore- 
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thought, inquiry, publicity, and of intelligent understanding of the 
obligations to be assumed, which once obtained, have preceded it. 
These were wise provisions of our fathers’ times, but that spirit of 
individualism which, in the case of the authority of the Church, 
would brook none of those things, has swept them away ; and a man 
and woman—a boy and girl, indeed, to all intents and purposes— 
may walk into the study of a priest in this Diocese, and be married 
out of hand without any license from the State, or warning in the 
Church, or any other preliminary, in fact, than such as consists in 
—must I say it ?—the sometimes very indifferent discretion of the 
Minister. Believe me, no Canon of Marriage which does not reach 
back a good way in a precautionary discretion will be, here, of any 
substantial avail; and if we are aiming, as I hope we may, to set a 
higher standard here, I hope it may be wide enough at its base to 
include aspects of this whole subject which in our current discus- 
sions of it are largely overlooked. 

For here the Church’s office should be not merely to reéstablish 
and exalt the ancient sanctities of marriage, but first of all that most 
ancient institution in which it took its rise. The decay of the august 
sacredness of marriage in our day is not more alarming than the 
painful tokens which salute us of the disintegration of the Home. 
A clever paper, which I saw not long ago in a foreign periodical, de- 
scribes a home which had lost its surviving parent. The executor of 
the estate, a life-long friend of the family, is pointing out to the 
family the resources available to them if they continue to live 
together ; and each in turn then gives the reasons which, in the case 
of the several individuals, make any such course impossible. They 
are frivolous reasons, supremely selfish reasons; but they triumph 
to the complete breaking up of a home, and furnish one more illus- 
tration of the disintegrating power (even when it touches so sacred 
and venerable a thing) of individualism. We must needs recognize 
that vicious influence in the decay of parental authority, in the early 
impatience of it on the part of boys and girls, in the increasing reluc- 
tance to exercise it where its exercise involves pain and painstaking, 
in the strident note—in one word, in so many homes whose cry is, 
lowihls, OCmewont,-and not, ‘I ought.” 

Such a situation, dear brethren, calls for clear and plain teaching 
from the pulpit, and the still mightier teaching of a high and fine 
example in all our homes. If we are to see, in the matter of our 
domestic obligations, whether they are marital, filial, or parental, 
that wide awakening of the Christian conscience which our land so 
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sorely needs, it will be because the principle of a divine authority 
over all these relations has been revived and enthroned anew among 
us, and because, in the training of our children, and in the consecra- 
tion of every other most sacred tie, we have refused to go 
below it. 

The application of that august authority in other aspects of it is 
a no less sore need of these times. It ought surely to sober us that, 
along with the decay of family integrity, and the sanctity of the mar- 
riage tie, there has gone, side by side, a no less wide decay of the 
observance of the Lord’s Day and of other sacred times and seasons. 
In our eagerness to prove that we are no longer Puritans, some of us 
seem anxious to demonstrate that we are pagans; and the seculari- 
zation of the Lord’s Day, especially by people with abundant leisure, 
on other days, for social exchanges and every kind of recreation, is a 
scandal of which they who are guilty of it should be ashamed, and 
for which all Christian people have cause to grieve. There are, in- 
deed, those whose hard tasks and scant leisure on week-days may in 
some measure excuse the employment of some part of Sunday in in- 
nocent relaxation; but pleas of this sort, in the mouths of many who 
urge them, deserve alone the derision or the contempt of every honest 
mind. I beseech you, clergy and laity alike, that here you stand 
fast! Guard sacredly the Lord’s Day and other holy times! When 
Lent comes, do not let it be, as it is often made to be, merely an ex- 
change of one kind of dissipation for another. In God’s name, give 
your soul a chance that He may speak to you; that His House may 
welcome you; that His Holy Word may instruct and enlighten you ; 
and that, out of this whirl and rush of things that perish in the 
using, you may ascend into those upper airs where, amid the golden 
candlesticks, He walks who is your Saviour and your King! 

Our last Convention, in accordance with a recommendation made 
in my Address, appointed a committee on the due care of Trust 
Funds, whose most wise and valuable report you will find in the last 
Journal. Iam heartily thankful to be able to say that, in accord- 
ance with the important recommendations of that committee, a new 
and most admirable system for the care of Trust Funds has been 
adopted by all the larger ecclesiastical corporations of a diocesan 
character ; and it is interesting to note that, in this matter, the 
Board of Missions has followed our lead. It would be difficult to 
exaggerate the value of this action, both in the interest of the par- 
ticular trusts more especially concerned and as an example to the 
whole Church ; and I take the liberty in your names to return our 
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hearty thanks to the able members of the committee by whom the 
result has been achieved. 

A year ago, in connection with this occasion, I sought for one 
moment, in conclusion, to turn your thoughts to that wider horizon 
which includes more than our own interests or our own boundaries. 
We had occasion then to rejoice that a great ruler had lifted his 
voice for that which was the burden of the angelic song of welcome 
to the Babe of Bethlehem, ‘‘ Peace on Earth. Good will to men.” 
What he then proposed and hoped for has not indeed, at any rate 
in the form in which he proposed it, come to pass. But something 
else, and in one aspect of it something even greater than he pro- 
posed, has been achieved, and has prepared the way for greater 
things to follow it. The constitution by the Hague Conference, 
with the concurrence of the world-wide powers represented in it, of 
an International Board of Arbitration, is a step forward of trans- 
cendent and incalculable importance. It has, by that one act, 
altered forever the relations of all civilized peoples ; and though it 
has not abolished war, it has introduced one condition precedent, 
the voluntary invocation of which will one day, I venture to pre- 
dict, become no longer voluntary, because it has been made com- 
pulsory by the nobler and wiser consensus of the civilized world. 
Such an achievement alone is great enough to redeem our century 
from historic insignificance, and to lift it, for all time, to great 
place in the progress of mankind ! 

May we be willing to learn the lessons of it within our own bor- 
ders! ‘Love the truth and peace,” says an Apostle. Then the 
two things are not irreconcilable. May we prove all things, may 
we hold fast that which is good, and, most of all, may we build the 
walls of the Kingdom of God not with the untempered mortar of 
hate and vituperation, but with meekness and gentleness, striving 
together with one heart and with one mouth for the things that 
make for the glory of God and the extension of His Kingdom among 
men.

Beginning with the Ist of October, the real work of the revival of the Church of the 
Archangel began. A small hall on West 116th Street had been rented and was in daily use 
during the remainder of the year. St. Michael’s Church appointed Mr. Pratt to certain 
services in that Parish up to May, for which he received generous remuneration, but aside 
from this the new congregation has paid all expenses. A Building Fund has also been 
started, which has reached the sum of $572.42, which is deposited in the New York Security 
and Trust Co., and can be drawn from only on the signatures of both the Rector and 
Treasurer. . 

The Rector has received cards containing the names of 629 families residing within the 
bounds of the Parish who announced themselves as Protestant Episcopalians in a house-to- 
house canvass made by the Federation of Churches and Christian Workers. There are nine, 
built-up blocks in our Parish bounds not included in that canvass. 

We are practically a new Church. Ten years ago it appeared that there was room and 
a demand for the Church of the Archangel. Since that time the Parish has changed from 
being a sparsely settled neighborhood to a thronging district, and in that time there has 
been no increase of Church accommodations. It is comparatively an unchurched section. A

CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


IN THE 


DIOCESE OF NEW YORK. 


As Adopted October 11, 1796 ; and Amended October 17, 1827 ; October 2, 1834; 
October 4, 18389 ; September 29, 1848 ; September 26, 1850 ; September 28, 
1860 ; September 28, 1882 ; and September 26, 1889. 


ARTICLE I. 


‘THERE shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese on the last Wednesday in September in each 
year, in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop for the 
time being ; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in 
the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. In the event of the 
prevalence of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause 
occurring after the designation of the place of the meeting of the 
Annual Convention, the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act, 
or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee may 
appoint another place for the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE Ii. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when 
he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; and shall do 
so when applied to for that purpose by the Standing Committee ; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Commit- 
tee shall have power to call a Special Convention, 


ARTICLE III. 


The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers 
regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church 
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which is in union with this Convention ; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregation: and Clergymen employed 
as Missionaries under the direction of this Convention, and Cler- 
gymen engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in any Col- 
Jege, Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorpo- 
rated, and Clergymen engaged as Superintendents or Chaplains in 
any incorporated Charitable Institution, may be members of the 
Convention. No Clergyman, however, shall have a right to a seat 
in the Convention, unless he has been canonically resident in this 
Diocese for the period of six months immediately preceding the 
meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon 3 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of his 
ability to act, or a vacancy in the Hpiscopate, by the Standing 
Committee. 

ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention ; but in case of a 
vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President 
from among the Clergy. 


ARTICLE VI. 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain 
in office until the meeting of the next Convention. His duty 
shall be to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their 
journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, and 
faithfully to deliver into the hands of his successor all books and 
papers, relative to the concerns of the Convention, which may be 
in his possession. it shall also be his duty to give due notice to 
each Minister and Vestry of the time and place appointed for the 
meeting of the succeeding Convention. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body ; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by Congregations ; 
and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
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Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
of/our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of such Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or Chapel ; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive ; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two’ orders shall vote separately in the manner afore- 
said, and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be neces- 
sary to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the 
two orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last 
prescribed. | 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and 
considered in the Convention ; and, if approved of, shall lie over to 
the next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Con- 
vention, by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, 
the change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered shall 
be valid and obligatory.

CANON I. 


A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of this 
Diocese, the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability 
or disability to act, then the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
‘shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Ministers of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in this Dio- 
cese, annexing the names of their respective Cures or Parishes, or 
Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or other 
Seminaries or incorporated Charitable Institutions in which they 
are engaged ; or, in regard to those who are not engaged in Parishes, 
Missions, or Institutions of learning, as above, their places of resi- 
dence only ; butno Clergyman while suspended from the Ministry 
shall have a place on the said list. Such list shall be recorded by 
the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and be prefixed to the Journal. 


CANON II. 
Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 


Src. 1. A list of the names of all Clergymen entitled to seats in 
the Convention, under Article III. of the Constitution, shall be pre- 
pared by the Bishop, or incase there be no Bishop, or of his inabil- 
ity or disability to act, then by the Standing Committee. Said list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of meeting, and 
shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all those whose 
names appear thereon, 
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Src. 2. In case the right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to 
a seat in the Convention shall be disputed or claimed, it shall be 
determined according to the provision of the third Article of the 
Constitution by the Convention itself. 


Src. 3. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book, 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the Canon of 
the General Convention, entitled ‘‘ General Regulations of Ministers 
and their Duties,” all certificates that shall be transmitted to him in 
accordance with said Canon. 


In case of a contested mght to a seat in the Convention of any 
Clergyman who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in 
this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of settle- 
ment shall consist in the said record ; or in the production to the 
Convention of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded 
as aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop or of the 
Standing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person 
so chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church. 


Src. 4. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil- 
ity to act, from a majority of the clerical members of the Standing 
Committee, duly convened, a certificate that he has been received 
into this Diocese in compliance with the Canon of the General Con- 
vention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary, to be recorded 
in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of 
the contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Minister who 
may be received into this Diocese, the production of such record, or 
of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowledgment 
of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence of regular 
admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, shall there- 
upon be recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 


Szc. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention 
of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence 
of such employment shall consist in the written certificate of the 
Bishop ; or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the Chair- 
“man of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 


Sxc. 6. In case of a contested right toa seat in the Convention 
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of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of Youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is so employed. 


Sec. 7. (I.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall 
be appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to 
law. 


(II.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting held in his absence, then such certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Clerk 
of the Vestry. The certificate must show upon its face that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which 
he is appointed to represent. 


(III.) The evidence of appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church haying no Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or Congregation as 
a Lay Delegate ; that he is a Lay member of such Church or Con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons. 


(IV.) No other certificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate than such as is above required shall be allowed or 
received. 


Src. 8. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled to vote for 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to 
represent. 
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Szo. 9. A copy of the seventh and eighth sections of this Canon 
shall be transmitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to 
every Church in this Diocese in union with the Convention, together 
with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of Lay 
Delegates, and the notice which he is required by the Constitution 
to give of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding Convention. 


Seo. 10. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conven- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
the Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 7 and 8 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


Sec. 11. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
eregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 


Seo. 12. If tne President ex officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call to 
order the members present, when the senior presbyter present 
entitled to a seat in the Convention shall take the chair, and shall 
preside until a President be elected, as provided by Article V. of the 
Constitution. 


Src. 13. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to seats. ° 


Sec. 14. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose elec- 
tion has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 10 of this 
Canon. ‘The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the credentials of the Lay Dele- 
gates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll made by fhe 
Secretary. 

Src. 15. A quorum, which shall consist of thirty Clergymen and 
Delegates from thirty Congregations, being present, the President, 
ex officio, if present, shall declare the Convention duly organized. If 
he be absent, or unable to act, the temporary President shall direct 
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that the members proceed to vote for a President, as provided in 
Article V. of the Constitution, which election shall be by ballot, 
unless dispensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. 
The President, being elected, shall declare the Convention organized 
for business. * 


Src. 16. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of 
a Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names to 
the Convention. 


Sec. 17. The existing Rules of Order, so far as they are appli- 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose ; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organization, 
until altered by the Convention. 


CANON IIL. 
Of the Call of the Convention. 


Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an ad- 
vertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Church 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called — 
for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, in 
the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 


CANON IV. 


Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the Church in this 
Diocese and Maintaining such Union. 


Src. 1. Every Church or Congregation desiring admission as a 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese shall present a 
written application therefor to the Convention, together with a copy 
of the Resolution of the Vestry or of the Congregation authorizing 
such application ; in which resolution the said Church, by its Vestry 
or Congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to and observe 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders, and regula- 
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tions of the Convention; which copy shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of tne Congregation 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting ; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church, duly recorded, or a copy thereof, 
certified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the 
same; and also by a Certificate of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence, or of his inability or disability to act, or of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of 
the Incorporation of said Church, and that such Church, in his or 
their judgment, is duly established. 

Every Church or Congregation applying for admission shall pro- 
duce satisfactory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, 
members of such Church, have habitually, for at least one year pre- 
ceding such application, attended divine service in such Church or 
Congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save the 
General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, shall 
declare upon its face that the Church or Congregation is a Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such, 
in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State 
of New York; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Convention to prepare and furnish blanks for the Certificate of 
Incorporation of Parishes, which shall embody the above provision. 


Sno, 2. (1.) No application for the admission of a Parish into 
union with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least forty days 
before the meeting of the Convention. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least thirty days before the mecting of the Convention, to deliver to 
a Committee, to be annually appointed (to be called the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), all applications 
for admission into union which shall have been received by him, to 
ge by such Committee 2xamined, considered, and reported upon to 
the Convention. ® 
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Src. 8. Whenever any Parish in union with this Convention 
shall neglect for three years in succession to make a Parochial Report, 
no missionary report being made on its behalf, and shall not, dur- 
ing the same period, have employed a Clergyman as its Parish Min- 
ister, nor requested of the ecclesiastical authority to have the ser- 
vices of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having for- 
feited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer have 
a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. : 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application to 
the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just ; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such 
admission. 


CANON V. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Src. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen 
by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall 
continue in office until a new election is made. 


Szc. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the Sec- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the Gen- 
eral Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, 
a copy of the Journal of the Convention ; and shall request the last 
to send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Src. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in the Canons of the General 
Convention, a certificate, to be signed by himself, containing a lst 
of the Clergymen in this Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or 
secured to be paid (distinguishing them) to the General Theological 
Seminary. together with the nomination of Trustees of that Semi- 
nary ; and also a like certificate of the appointment of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies. 


Suc. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the thirg 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 
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SEc. 5.—Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


CANON VI, 
Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


Sxc. 1. At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the collection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. 


Sec. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Con- 
vention, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its 
authority. 


Sec. 3. Incase of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee ; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VII. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Sto. 1. Every Minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese shall 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Cominunicants, Mor 
riages, and Funerals within his Cure. 


Sxc. 2. The record shall specify the name and time of birth of 
each child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors 3 
the name of each adult baptized; the name of each person con- 
firmed ; the names of the parties married, with the names of the 
witness or witnesses required by the civil law; the name of each 
person buried ; and also the time when each rite was performed. 
These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of each Church ; 
which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be preserved by 
the Vestry as a part of the records of the Church. 

The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure as 
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nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall also keep a list of the fami- 
lies and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable. 


Sec. 3. Every Minister of this Church shall present, or cause to 
be delivered, on or before the first day of every annual Convention, 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, when there is no Bishop, to the 
President of the Convention, a statement of the number of Baptisms, 
Confirmations, Marriages, and Funerals ; and of the number of Com- 
municants in his Parish or Church, and of all other matters that 
may throw light on the state of the same. 


Src. 4. In every case where a Parish is without a Minister, 
the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per- 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual 
Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop by 
the Wardens of the Parish. 


Src. 5. Upon the dissolution of a Parish the Register, provided 
for by this Canon, shall immediately become the property of the 
Diocese, and the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocesan 
Convention shall cause the said Register to be deposited with the 
Bishop, to be under his care for the legitimate purposes thereof. 


CANON VIII. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 


A Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be appointed 
at the stated meeting of the same next before every stated meeting 
of the General Convention, in accordance with the Canon * thereof, 
to assist the Bishop in preparing a report of the state of the Church 
in this Diocese, and a list of the Clergy, to be presented to the 
General Convention. 


CANON IX. 
Concerning Elections. 


Sec. 1. Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, 
may be dispensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention. 


* Canon XX., Sec. 5, Title I. 
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And when an election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each 
order shall be necessary to a valid election. 


Sec. 2. The mode of conducting the nominations and elections 
of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and Provisional Deputies 
to the General Convention, and Deputies to the Federate Council, 
shall be as follows : 

Any member of the Convention may send to the Secretary, in 
writing, on or before the first day of the meeting thereof, nomina- 
tions, signed by himself, for the Standing Committee, for Clerical 
and Lay Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention, and for members of the Federate Council. All names so 
sent in shall be reported to the Convention by the Secretary, at the 
beginning of the second day’s session, in the form of a ballot, on 
which the names shall be arranged in alphabetical order. After 
each list of nominations as many blank spaces shall be left as there 
are vacancies to be filled. These blanks may be filled by any voter. 
The voter shall mark an X at the right of the name of each person 
for whom he votes. On the first ballot these ballots only shall be 
used, and also in all subsequent ballots, except when otherwise 
ordered by the Convention. No ballot shall be counted on which 
more names are marked than there are vacancies to be filled, and 
the number of vacancies to be filled shall be printed on each 
ballot. 

The Secretary shall provide a board, to be hung up in a con- 
spicuous place, near the entrance to the Convention, on which 
shall be posted the nominations so received, and also the names of 
the present members of the Standing Committee, Deputies and 
Provisional Deputies to General Convention, and Deputies to the 
Federate Council; and these names shall also be printed on the 
back of the ballot provided by the Secretary. 


CANON X. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention. 


Sec. 1. The Convention shall, at each second regular annual 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven- 
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tion, elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen to act as 
Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. It shall 
also elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional 
Deputies, to act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Depu- 
ties and Provisional Deputies shall hold their respective stations 
until successors are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional 
Deputies, for any General Convention which may be held during 
their continuance in office. 


Sec. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from 
the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall be 
supplied by any Convention, during or prior to which such vacancy 
shall occur. 


Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten- 
tion to perform its duties; in default of which the Bishop shall 
designate, from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation of the 
Diocese. And the Bishop shall in like manner designate from the 
same list of Provisional Deputies one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated 
by the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the 
Convention. 


Sec. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
of the Bishop to act, the power conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee, 


CANON XI. 
Of Deputies to the Federate Council, 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election by ballot 
of eight Clergymen and eight Laymen to serve as Deputies at any 
meeting of the Federate Council that may be held before the next 
Annual Convention of the Diocese. And in case of a vacancy by 
death or otherwise among the Deputies so elected, such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Bishop. 
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CANON XII. 
Of the Standing Committee. 

Sxo. 1. At every stated Convention a Standing Committee shall 
be elected by ballot, to consist of four Clergymen and four Lay- 
men. Vacancies in said Committee, occurring by death or other- 
wise, shall be supplied by the concurrent vote of the Clerical 
members and Lay members of the Committee. 


Src. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability or 
disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by 
the Bishop in matters of discipline shall be performed by the Stand- 
ing Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties 
are or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon, the Clerical 
members of said Committee ; in which cases such powers and duties 
shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone ; provided, that 
no sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergyman but by a Bishop. 


Sec. 3. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 
Clergyman. shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secre- 
tary. 


Src. 4. Should astated Convention, from any cause, not be held 
at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be held, but no 
election be made, pursuant to Section 1 of this Canon, then the last 
Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the duties of 
the office until a new election takes place. 


CANON XIII. 
Of Vacant Parishes. 


Sec. 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant by the resignation 
or decease of the incumbent, or otherwise, due notice of the same 
shall- be given by the Clerk of the Vestry or Trustees to the Ordi- 
nary, who, with the concurrence of the authorities of the Parish, 
shall take such measures as he may deem expedient for the tem- 
porary maintenance of religious services in such Parish. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Vestry or Trustees of such 
vacant Parish to provide for the compensation of the Minister ap- 
pointed under the preceding section. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the authorities of such vacant 
Parish to consult with the Bishop of the Diocese before proceeding 
to fill the vacancy. 
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CANON XIV. 
Of the Establishment of New Places of Public Worship. 


In places where the Church is already established, no new Parish 
shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or new 
Congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, 
Chapel, or Cotigregation be changed without the written consent of 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of the Standing 
Committee. But such action of the Standing Committee shall not . 
be taken until previous notice has been given, and due proof thereof 
furnished the Committee by the parties moving therefor, to the 
Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches or Congregations whose 
places of public worship shall be nearest to the site proposed for the 
new place of worship, nor untilat least one month has been allowed 
such Rectors and Vestries to present any objections they may have. 

In places where the Church is not established, the written con- 
sent of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice 
and consent of the Standing Committee, shall be sufficient for the 
formaticn of a new parish. 


CANON XV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


Src. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, shall be intrusted to the corporation entitled 
‘The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New 
York,” incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York, passed May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said 
corporation shall be five in number, who shall be appointed by and 
shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Convention, and 
all vacancies occurring in their number shall be filled by the Con- 
vention, 


Src. 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese to cause an annual collection 
or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the fund 
for the support of the Episcopate ; and in the case of a vacant par- 
ish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. ‘The 
amount of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to 
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the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be 
reported by the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated meet- 
ing thereof, after such collection or contrib=tion shall have been 
made, and shall be entered on its Journals. 


Src. 3. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall be con- 
sidered as in lieu of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
Canon. 


Src. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested 1n stocks 
of the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New 
York, at their discretion, and also in such other securities as may 
be recommended unanimously by the Trustees and approved by a 
vote of the Convention. And all securities and investments shall be 
taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they 
shall have power, from time to time, to change such investments. 
A statement exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities, 
together with all receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to the 
Conyention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, 
or a majority of them. 


CANON XVI, 
Of the Diocesan Fund. 


Src. 1. Every congregation in the Diocese shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, on or before the Day of its annual 
meeting, such a per cent. on the amount of the salary of its Cler- 
gyman as shall have been ordered by the preceding Convention, to 
provide for necessary expenses. 


Sro. 2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Conven- 
tion to retain annually out of this fund one dollar for each Clergy- 
man in the Diocese. The moneys thus retained shall be paid by 
him to the Treasurer of the General Convention at each meeting 
of the same. 


Src. 3. A copy of this Canon shall be transmitted annually to 
every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of the Convention. 
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CANON XVII. 
Of Contributions for Church Obdjects. 


Src. 1. In every Parish of the Diocese provision shall be made 
whereby its members may make offerings, by collections and other- 
wise, as often as the needs of the Church shall require, for the sup- 
port of its objects, particularly its missionary work at home and 
abroad, the education of young men for the sacred Ministry, and 
those other religious and charitable objects which have been com- 
mended to the care of the Church by the General Convention, or 
by the Convention of the Diocese ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Clergyman in charge to give due notice to the congregation of the 
time and purpose of such offerings, and also to call their attention 
to the importance and claims of the respective objects to which the 
offerings are to be applied. 


Sec. 2. The business of distributing all funds that maybe 
raised under this Canon, for the education of young men for Holy 
Orders, is -hereby committed to the incorporated society styled 
“The Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the State of New York,” which shall make a full 
annual report to the Convention of the application of all moneys 
paid into its treasury under the provisions of this Canon, or by the 
Treasurer of the Convention from any source, 


Src. 3. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that 
the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society and the 
New York Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for 
Seamen in the City and Port of New York are to be reckoned 
among the Church charities for which provision is to be made, so 
that each congregation in the City of New York shall make 
annual contributions to one of these societies. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shall be 
considered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src. 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be cons 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. 
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(II.) The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


Sec, 3. (I.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named, respectively : 


1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


2. The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond. 


8. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam, and Rockland. 


4. The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster, and Sullivan. 


5, The Archdeaconry of Duchess, comprising the County of 
Duchess. 


(1I.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with three Lay Delegates from 
each Parish and Mission Station, elected in such manner as the By- 
laws of the Archdeaconry may direct, provided that such Lay Dele- 
gates from Mission Stations shall not have the right to vote upon 
any question involving the appropriation or apportionment of 
moneys. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry [1] to search 
out the religious needs of its own district, and to conduct and 
provide for such Missionary Work as may be undertaken by it, 
within its own limits, and to apportion among the several Parishes 
the amount necessary to be raised for the same; [2] to nominate 
to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other 
agents of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries; [3] to have 
full management of its funds; [4] to provide that careful statistics 
as to the population and condition of communities and the results 
of Missionary Work be collected and preserved. 


(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdea- 
conry shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Arch- 
deaconry at a regular meeting, and shall continue in office until his 
successor be appointed. It shall be his duty [1] to superintend all 
Missionary Work conducted by the Archdeaconry ; [2] to have di- 
rection of all Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions ; [38] to make 
full and regular reports of the same to the Archdeaconry ; and [4] 
in the absence of the Bishop to preside at all meetings. 
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(IV.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws, elect 
annually its Secretary and ‘Treasurer, and make before the Annual 
Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions a full report of its year’s 
work to the Board of Managers hereinafter described. 


Src. 4, (I.) There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, which 
Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New 
York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries 
and ‘Treasurers, and also five Clergymen and five Laymen, elected 
by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers [1] to de- 
cide, with the approval of the Bishop, what preportion of the whole 
sum voted by the Diocese shall be raised by, and what proportion 
shall be expended by each Archdeaconry ; [2] to devise general plans 
for making Mission Work more effective, and developing a greater 
Missionary interest throughout the Diocese; [3] to send to the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report con- 
taining the following items : : 

a. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 

b. The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 


c. An account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising 
all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 


d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums con- 
tributed by each Parish to Diocesan Missions. 


e. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. 


(III.) Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 
called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the 
Bishop, one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the 
meeting to preside. 


CANON XIX. 


Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. 


Src. 1. Five lay Trustees shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
vention, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be called 
the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 
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Sec. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above-named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation, or otherwise, during the 
recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining 'Trus- 
tees. 


Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds : 7 


1st. The fund now provided for the relief of Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter 
be contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from 
the investment thereof. 


2d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the relief 
of Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the Diocese, 
together with any accumulation accruing from the investment 
thereof. 


Sec. 4. It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to re- 
ceive applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled 
to receive aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to 
apply such relief or assistance as follows : 


Ist. As to the fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, to apply 
such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, the 
limitations indicated in the report of the Special Committee made 
to the Annual Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other 


* ««(q) Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund ; the 
proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop 
and three lay Trustees, to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. 
If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
any year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

«|, . (b) Another . . . source of income will be found, it is presumed, 
in annual contributions to be made by all the congregations in the Diocese, on 
some day previously notified. 

‘‘ With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the Trustees. 
. . . In regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest : 

‘*1, That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are actu- 
ally straitened, and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 

‘©2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes 
the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or 
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rules and regulations as have since been adopted by this Convention, 
or as said Trustees, with the approbation of said Convention, shali 
from time to time adopt. 


2d, As to the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergymen, 
to apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886 in relation to said fund, and subject also to such 
further rules and regulations as said Trustees, with the approbation 
of this Convention, shall from time to time adopt. 


Src. 5. A collection shall be made annually in every congre- 
gation in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on 
Christmas Day, or on the Sunday next before or next following 
either of those days. 

This collection and all other contributions to these objects shall 
be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of ‘Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in 
the absence of the special designation of one or other of the said 
funds, be divided equally between them. ‘The annual collection, 
herein provided for, shall, in the absence of special designation of 
any portion thereof by the donors, be applied by said Trustees to 
the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergymen. The Treas- 
urer shall keep a separate account of each of the said funds, and all 
moneys not wanted for current use shall be invested and held in 
trust by the said Trustees. 

Sec. 6. The said Trustees shall elect their own Chairman, Treas- 
urer, and Secretary. | 

They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Convention 
of the Diocese whenever called for. 


infirm to continue his ministry; and should therefore. be confined, in the case 
of parish ciergymen, to cases in which the parish has signified, through the 
Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provision to an adequate 
extent. 

“*3. It should not be extended to clergymen who have near relatives in af- 
fluent circumstances, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such relatives are 
unwilling to discharge the duty of providing for those of their own household. 

‘‘4. In deciding between conflicting claims, preference should be given 
ceteris paribus to those who have been longest employed within the Diocese in 
ministerial duty.” 
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CANON XX. 
Of the Trial oy a Clergyman not being a Bishop. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become “liable to presentment and trial,” under the 
provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, 
the mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz. : 


Sec. 1. The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, 
place, and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which the accused is a Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the im- 
putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct for 
which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case, a 
majority of whom may make such examination ; and if there is in 
their opinion sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the 
Clergyman accordingly. 


Src. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do and some of which do not consti- 
tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 
he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in 
whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
the accused, and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese, entitled to seatsin the Convention and not being parties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused, who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them and notify their names in writing to the Bishop ; and if he 
shall not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power te 
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adiourn from time to time, and from place to place (but always 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. 


Src. 8. A written notice of the time and place of their first 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting 
on the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. 


Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then 
those who do attend may adjourn from time to time; and if, after 
one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that 
the whole number wil] attend within a reasonable time, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the 
Board, and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall de- 
cide ali questions. 


Sec. 5. Ifa Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them 
before the appointment of a Board for his trial, as before men- © 
tioned, he shall be considered as denying them. 


Src. 6. Ifa Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, ~ 
shail not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for 
his trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, 
unless for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


SEc. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to 
writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, 
authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment. 
If, on or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of 
the charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state 
their opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be 
pronounced. 


SEC. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, 
and it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any mate- 
rial witnesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may 
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appoint a Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness. 
Such Commissary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and 
the party so applying shall give to the other at least siz days’ 
notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. And if the 
person on whom the notice shall be served shaJl reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an additional day’s 
notice shall be given for every additional twenty miles of the said 
distance. And both parties may attend and examine the witness, 
and the questions and answers shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the witness, and shall be certified by the Commissary, 
and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to the Board, and 
shall be received by them as evidence. A witness examined before 
such Commissary may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 


Src. 9. The Board having deliberately considered the evi- 
dence, shall declare, in a writing signed by them, or a majority 
of them, their decision on the charges contained in the present- 
ment, distinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not 
guilty of such charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which in their opinion should be pronounced ; and a copy of such 
decision shall be, without delay, communicated to the accused, 
and the original decision, together with the evidence, shall be de- 
hivered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sen- 
tence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided the same 
shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Board ; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence the Bishop shall summon the accused, and any three 
or more of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his 
opinion be most convenient, in some church to be designated by 
him, which shall for that purpose be open at the time to all per- 
sons who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and 
there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new 
trial to the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall 
be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as 
before mentioned. 


Sxc. 10. Allnotices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the facts 
shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. A written notice or 
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paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Src. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 


CANON XXI. 


Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons shall here- 
after be considered by the Conventicn, unless at least one day’s pre- 
vious notice be given thereof in open Convention; nor, unless by 
unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have been 
referred to and reported upon by a Committee of at least two Pres- 
byters and two Laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be 
adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes of 
both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein ; but in such 
case the same (unless negatived by a majority of the members 
present) shall he over for consideration until the next annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 


CANON XXII. 
Repealing Former Canons, 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. 


Paes, CUR ORDER. 


I. Every Convention shall be preceded by the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and the Annual Address of the Bishop, or a Sermon, as the Bishop shall 
appoint ; after which, the Bishop taking the Chair, the order of procedure shall 
be as follows : 

1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of bis 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy 
entitled to seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 10. The President shall then 
appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the creden- 
tials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business, 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4, Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint three Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 

(1) On the Incorporation and Admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the session of tlhe Convention, in order. 

(2) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. 

(3) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 

(5) On Canons, four Clergymen and four Laymen. 

7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections: one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies to the Federate Council, 
and the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Convention. 

8. The. Receiving and Referring of Reports, as follows : 

(1) Report of the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of 
Churches, and the Admission of Parishes into Union with the 
Convention. 

(2) Report of the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocese. 

(3) Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, 
and appointment of Trustees. 

(4) Report of the New York City Mission Society. 

(5) Report of the Church Missionary Society for Seamen in the City and 
Port of New York. 
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(6) Report of St. Stephen’s College. 
(7) Report of Society for promoting Religion and Learning. 
(8) Report of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, and election of Trus- 
tees. 
(9) Report of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and supplying vacan- 
cies, if any, in the Trustees. 
9. Miscellaneous business. 
II, On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, shall 
be 
Reading and approving of the Minutes. 
Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 
Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 

4, Annual Address of the Bishop, unless he should prefer another time for 
its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order, 

5. The Election of the Standirg Committee, the Deputies to the Federate 
Council, and the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention. 

6. Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 
order. 

7. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed to that 
officer, 

8. Report of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

9. Report of the Standing Committee on the Treasurer’s Report. 

10. Report of the Standing Committee on General Theological Seminary. 

11. Report of the Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund. 

12. Report of the Committee on Canons. 

13. Reports of Special Committees. 

14. Miscellaneous business. 

IlI. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be: 

1. Reading and approval of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving the certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling the names of members not present before. 

4, Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 
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5, Miscellaneous business. 

IV. If the prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
‘gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached, or shall be pending, on the preceding day, and 
in the order for that day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscellaneous 
business, ; 

V. If the President ex officio is not present at the opening of the Convention 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair; and in such case, imme- 
diately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected 
‘by ballot, from among the Clergy. 

VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last Bie 8 pro- 
ceedings shall be read and approved. 
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* Vil. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong~ 
ing in this Diocese but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Hpisco- 
pal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to1 P.M., and 
from 2 to 5 P.M., and, when ordered by the Convention, from 74 to 10 P.M. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled 
to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and, as soon as practicable, to canvass 
the same, and report the result thereof to the Convention. If, on any such 
report, it should appear that no valid election has been made in respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
of filling those which may remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 
tion of the Convention. *, 

X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a guestion is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit—or to amend it; 
which motions shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved ” shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution. 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made; no after-amendment to such second amend- 
ment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under 
consideration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No propo- 
sition on a subject different from that under consideration ghall be received 
under color of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be. entered upon the 
Minutes. 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately. 
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XVII. No member may speak more than twice cn the same question with- 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or for other cause. 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the Minutes. 


XXI. A question, being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first 
decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on 
the Minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President, or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Cons 
vention. 


XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
shall any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s pre- 
vious notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer. 
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
